Although the Auctioneer may not withdraw any lot after a call for bids has been made with respect to that lot, the consignor of the property 
included in the lot may bid on and purchase the lot at the auction sale for his own account. Notice of the consignor's liberty to bid is hereby 
made in accordance with Article 2 of the Texas Uniform Commercial Code. The purchase of a lot by consignor's bid shall obligate such consignor 
to pay a fee to the Auctioneer. 

2. The highest bidder acknowledged by the Auctioneer shall be the buyer. In the event of any dispute between bidders, the Auctioneer may at his 
sole discretion immediately put the lot up for sale again. The Auctioneer's decision shall be final and binding upon all bidders.

Fully struck with mostly 
olive-brown color over both sides but still retaining just a bit 
of the original red luster. 

5004 NGC 1855 MS 63 Brown. Glossy dark brown surfaces with 
incomplete dentieulation, perhaps because some substance 
adhered to the die. 

5005 NGC 1857 MS 65 Red and Brown. Sharply struck with well 
over half the original red luster still remaining. Final year 
of issue. 


LARGE CENTS 

5006 ANACS 1850 MS 60 Brown. 

5007 NGC 1850 MS 65 Red and Brown. Well struck with faint 
glimmers of red beneath the brown patina. 

5008 PCGS 1853 MS 63 Brown. 

5009 NGC 1854 MS 65 Brown. Sharply struck in the centers with 
glossy brown surfaces that show no distracting marks. 


FLYING EAGLE CENTS 

5010 PCGS 1858 MS 64. Small Letters. A bold strike with rich 
orange overtones and excellent luster. 

5011 PCGS 1858 Large Letters MS 64. Sharply struck with 
excellent luster and showing lovely tan and rose colors on 
each side. 

5012 NGC 1858/7 MS 64. Lustrous with pleasing 
honey-golden-tan surfaces that are held back from the 65 
grade by a few tiny flyspecks and a slight softness of 
highpoint detail. This is the most pronounced overdate we 
can remember having seen. The top of the 7 is clear all the 
way across, making one wonder why it took more than a 
hundred years to discover this overdate. Trends $2850 in 
MS 63, unlisted any higher. One of only 3 pieces that have 
been so graded by NGC (8/92) with none finer. 


INDIAN CENTS 

5013 NGC 1862 MS 65. Fully struck with even honey-golden 
color. A scarce and desirable type coin of which only 24 have 
been certified by NGC (8/92). 

5014 NGC 1863 MS 64. Bright surfaces with slight granularity in 
the center of the obverse. 


5015 PCGS 1864 Bronze MS 65 Red and Brown. Fully struck 
with fields that have a slightly reflective quality. Quite an 
interesting and visually appealing coin. 

5016 NGC 1864 Bronze MS 66 Red. First year of the new 
bronze composition and a prized coin as such. As one might 
imagine, such an early date as this is quite difficult to locate 
with fully intact mint color. This piece has pleasing 
orange-red color and, while the strike is not completely full, 
the surfaces are exceptionally well preserved with the only 
noticeable ripple being die clashing at the top of the reverse. 
One of only 4 pieces to have been so graded by NGC (8/92) 
with one piece finer. 

5017 NGC 1868 MS 65 Red and Brown. Evenly mellowed color 
over both sides with a few small spots on the obverse. 

5018 NGC 1869 MS 65 Brown. Fully struck and showing a 
considerable amount of original red color on the reverse. 

5019 NGC 1887 MS 64 Red. Good color with light spotting. 

5020 NGC 1898 MS 65 Red. Sharply struck with bright, even red 

5021 NGC 1899 MS 64 Red and Brown. Original lustrous 
surfaces that show a bit of light spotting on the reverse. 

5022 NGC 1899 MS 65 Red and Brown. Lovely color and just a 
few tiny flyspecks of carbon on the obverse. 

5023 NGC 1906 MS 65 Red and Brown. Nice color. 

5024 ANACS 1907 MS 64 Red and Brown. Most of the original 
red color remains. 

5025 PCGS 1909-S MS 65 Red. This is certainly one of the finer 
'09-S Indians we have seen recently. The surfaces are a 
smooth sheet of coppery-red that is virtually undisturbed by 
contact marks. One of only 49 pieces to have been so graded 
by PCGS (9/92). 


PROOF INDIAN CENTS 

5026 NGC 1869 PR 65 Red. Vibrant golden-orange surfaces 
that glitter with proof brilliance and show only a few flecks 
of carbon about the date. Of the 600 proofs reported struck, 
just 4 coins have graded as such at NGC (8/92). 

5027 PCGS WITHDRAWN. 

5028 PCGS 1870 PR 63 Red and Brown. Deep cherry-red with 
scattered bits of blue here and there. 

5029 PCGS 1873 PR 65 Red and Brown. Bright, flashy mirrors 
with only slightly diminished red color on the reverse. 

5030 NGC 1876 PR 66 Red. A proof cent of singular beauty that 
has very bright, deeply reflective fields and whose surfaces 
overall flash a brilliant orange-red color that is 
undiminished by the passage of time. Rarely encountered so 
fine in anv date, only one other 1876 has been so graded by 
NGC (8/92). 

5031 PCGS 1885 PR 64 Red and Brown. Mellowed cherry-red 
color. 

5032 PCGS WITHDRAWN. 

5033 PCGS 1888 PR 64 Brown. The deep violet and brown color 
mutes the reflectivity in the fields somewhat. 

5034 PCGS 1902 PR 65 Red. Deep cherry-red color with highly 
reflective fields. 

5035 PCGS 1904 PR 64 Red. Bright orange on the obverse with a 
deep cherry-red reverse. 
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LINCOLN CENTS 

5036 PCGS 1909 V.D.B. MS 67 Red. A superb example of this one 
year type. Excellent color and strong eye appeal. 

5037 NGC 1909-S V.D.B. MS 65 Red and Brown. Sharply 
struck and problem-free, just mellowed a little on the 
reverse. 

5038 PCGS 1909 MS 63 Red; Hallmark 1911 MS 64 Red and 
Brown; NGC 1917 MS 64 Red; Hallmark 1921 MS 63 Red 
and Brown; Hallmark 1923 MS 64 Red; Hallmark 1925 MS 
64 Red and Brown; Hallmark 1926 MS 63 Red and Brown; 
Hallmark 1928 MS 64 Red and Brown; Hallmark 1929 MS 
64 Red and Brown; and a PCGS 1931 MS 64 Red and 
Brown. (Total: 10 coins) 

5039 PCGS 1909-S MS 66 Red. Well struck with attractive 
reddish-orange color. A premium example of this always 
popular first year of issue. One of 40 pieces to have been so 
graded according to the September Population Report. 

5040 PCGS 1910-S MS 64 Red and Brown. Sharply struck with 
slightly muted color. 

5041 PCGS 1912-D MS 65 Red and Brown. Well struck with 
matte-like surfaces and mellowed reddish-brown color. 

5042 NGC 1912-S MS 65 Red. Sharply struck with even, 
original red luster over both sides. A very attractive 
example of this rarely seen (in gem condition) early Lincoln. 
Only 8 pieces have been so graded by NGC (8/92) with only 
1 finer. 

5043 PCGS WITHDRAWN. 

5044 PCGS 1913 MS 64 Red. A nice coin for the grade and a good 
value. 

5045 ANACS 1913-S MS 64 Brown. Fully struck with 
considerable underlying mint luster still showing. 

5046 NGC 1913-S MS 65 Red. Firmly struck throughout with 
pleasing lustrous surfaces that are a medium red and are 
evenly matched on each side. There is one tiny carbon spot 
in the right obverse field that should be mentioned for the 
sake of accuracy but does not detract from the overall 
appeal of the coin. One of only 5 pieces to have been so 
graded by NGC (8/92) with none finer. 

5047 PCGS 1914-S MS 65 Red. Boldly struck and exhibiting a 
whisper of mottled lilac toning on the obverse. The reverse 
is a bright golden-orange. Very scarce in full red condition, 
one of 9 pieces graded as such by PCGS (8/92). 

5048 PCGS 1915 MS 65 Red and Brown. Fully struck with some 
cherry-red on the reverse. 

5049 PCGS 1915-S MS 64 Brown. Full strike. A glossy coin with 
vague suggestions of original color here and there. 

5050 PCGS 1916-D MS 64 Red and Brown; Hallmark 1917-D MS 
63 Red and Brown; and an NGC 1922-D MS 62 Red and 
Brown. (Total: 3 coins) 

5051 NGC 1916-S MS 66 Red and Brown. This is a simply 
outstanding example of this scarce early Lincoln cent. The 
surfaces are free from carbon spotting and are smooth and 
apparently unblemished by contact with other coins. The 
strike is complete with every whisker in the beard fully 
defined. There is a very slight blue peripheral color on each 
side, otherwise the original red color remains. Only 1 other 
coin has been so graded by NGC (8/92) with none in this 
grade by PCGS and none are in higher condition. 

5052 PCGS 1920-D MS 64 Red. Very well struck for the date, 
with intense luster and appealing orange-gold color. 


5053 NGC 1920-D MS 64 Red. Another lustrous example, well 
defined with bright orange color about the devices. 

5054 NGC 1925-D MS 65 Red and Brown. Much of the original 
red luster still remains and the strike is actually quite 
strong considering the issue. One of only 7 pieces to have 
been so graded by NGC (8/92) with none finer. 

5055 PCGS 1926-S MS 64 Red. Lustrous golden-tan surfaces. A 
semi-key Lincoln date in circulated grades and a very 
elusive issue in full red condition. PCGS has graded 11 coins 
equally and none higher (9/92). 

5056 NGC 1928 MS 65 Red and Brown. 

5057 PCGS 1930 MS 65 Red. Nice. 

5058 PCGS 1955/55 Doubled Die MS 63 Red and Brown. The coin 
retains approximately 40% of the original red luster with 
most of the surfaces being a fight brown. There is none of 
the usual spotting or fingerprinting as is often the case on 
’55 Doubled Dies. A pleasing and affordable example of this 
scarce error.

5059 NGC 1914 PR 65 Red. The carbonless features show bright 
orange centers with deeper cherry-red in the fields. One of 
only 7 pieces to have been so graded by NGC (8/92). 

5060 PCGS 1938 PR 64 Red; and a 1951 PR 65 Red. (Total: 2 
coins) 

5061 PCGS 1940 PR 65 Red. Fiery mint red and void of hairlines 
or spots. 

5062 PCGS 1942 PR 66 Red. Superb! 

5063 PCGS 1952 PR 66 Red. Flashy and deeply mirrored. 


TWO-CENT PIECES 

5064 NGC 1865 MS 64 Red and Brown. Mostly brown with faint 
glints of original luster still showing here and there. 

5065 NGC 1865 MS 64 Red and Brown. Bright red luster 
underlies the fight layer of brown that can be seen over both 
sides. Only a couple of small spots prevent a higher grade. 

5066 PCGS 1865 MS 66 Red. This has to be one of the most 
attractive two-cent pieces we have seen in quite some time. 
Everything is right about this coin. The surfaces are smooth 
and show almost no signs of contact, the luster is a lovely 
orange-red, and the strike is complete in all areas. This is a 
coin that is sure to be bought by a floor bidder, because it is 
really quite impossible to accurately convey the beauty of 
such a piece to mail bidders. One of only 16 pieces to have 
been so graded by PCGS (9/92). 

5067 NGC 1867 MS 64 Red. Another eye-catching two-cent 
piece-this one with bright orange-red centers that deepen 
to a thin ring of cherry-red at the rims on each side. 
Semi-prooffike and quite unusual as such. Marred only by a 
single spot on the lower portion of the obverse. 

5068 NGC 1868 MS 63 Red and Brown. Well struck and fight in 
color. 

5069 PCGS 1870 MS 65 Red. Bright red and orange 
variegated color that is as fresh and vibrant as the day it 
was struck. A scarcer, low mintage date that is especially 
difficult in this condition. Only 3 other coins have been so 
graded by PCGS (9/92) with none finer. 

5070 NGC 1871 MS 63 Red and Brown. Well struck with a glossy 
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undertone of red. Scarce date. 


PROOF TWO-CENT PIECES 

5071 PCGS 1865 PR 66 Red. The highly reflective proof 
surfaces are a deep cherry-red as are the devices. This is an 
outstanding type coin and one that is extremely rare in such 
a superior state of preservation. Only 2 others have been so 
graded by PCGS (8/92) out of 26 in the entire series. 

5072 NGC 1867 PR 65 Red. Brightly reflective fields that 

set up a moderate cameo contrast against the devices. Very 
scarce in gem condition with onlv 8 pieces having been so 
graded by NGC (8/92). 

5073 NGC 1872 PR 66 Red and Brown. Bright surfaces with good 
reflectivity, the coin has mellowed a couple of shades off of 
full red, but most of the original luster still shows. Flawless 
and spot-free, this is a virtually unimproveable proof 
specimen that is much in demand as a date as the business 
strike population is so thin. 

5074 PCGS 1873 Closed 3 PR 66 Red. This is a significant 
coin both because of the rarity of the issue in such 
superlative condition (only 4 graded by PCGS according to 
the August Report) and because of the absolute rarity of the 
issue (only 500 struck). The surfaces are virtually perfect, 
being "as struck" with no loss of color, no spotting, and no 
obvious contact marks. An amazing example of this rare, 
key date issue. 

5075 PCGS 1873 Open 3 PR 65 Red and Brown. The 

appearance of an Open 3 two-cent piece is always of great 
interest to collectors because of their extreme rarity. 
Clandestinely made sometime after the Closed 3 proofs, 
these restrikes are much scarcer and seldom offered in any 
grade. This is a lovely coin with glossy red-brown surfaces 
that show a bit of scattered blue patina in the fields as well. 
The diagnosic weakness in the center of the shield is 
immediately visible to even the most casual viewer. One of 
only 10 coins to have been so graded by PCGS (9/92). 


THREE-CENT SILVER 

5076 NGC 1851 MS 65. Sharply struck with superior luster 
characteristics and a thin layer of pale golden toning over 
both sides. A pleasing Type One three-cent silver. 

5077 PCGS 1851-0 MS 65. Lustrous and original with 
streaks of deep russet on the left half of each side. A scarce 
and very desirable issue as it is the only mintmarked 
three-cent silver. As such, the 1851-0 is needed by all 
collectors of this series. One of only 13 coins to have been so 
graded by PCGS with only 1 finer according to the August 
Population Report. 

5078 PCGS 1852 MS 62. Golden-olive toning with noticeable die 
clashing in the fields. 

5079 NGC 1852 MS 63. Well struck and covered with an even 
gray patina and a mildly iridescent undertone. 

5080 NGC 1852 MS 64. Lustrous with a dusting of medium gray 
patina over both sides. 

5081 PCGS 1852 MS 66. A vibrant, satiny specimen, fully 
brilliant and exhibiting near flawless surface quality. Just 
16 examples have graded as such at PCGS, with none 
higher (9/92). 

5082 PCGS 1855 Type Two MS 64. A terrific looking Type 
Two trime that is fully struck in the centers and just 
showing softness on a couple of the peripheral stars (as 
usual). Each side is toned with light gray centers that 
brighten to a golden-brown at the rims. Good value in this 
scarce type and a better date as well. 


5083 PCGS 1855 Type Two MS 64. Second year of the Type 
Two design and by far the scarcest date of that type. The 
surfaces are mostly brilliant, exhibiting only trivial 
weakness about the peripheries and minor die clashing on 
either side. One of just 11 pieces graded as such by PCGS, 
with only 1 finer (8/92). 

5084 PCGS 1861 MS 62. Steel-gray surfaces. 

5085 PCGS WITHDRAWN. 

5086 PCGS 1861 MS 63. Highly lustrous and almost untoned 
with rather pronounced die clashing in the fields. 

5087 NGC 1861 MS 66. Full, intricate detailing in all areas of 
the design and a coin that is almost completely brilliant 
save for a bit of light, scattered color around the 
peripheries. Lustrous and quite attractive with some die 
clashing noted on each side. 

5088 PCGS 1862 MS 60. Splotchy russet toning. 


PROOF THREE-CENT SILVER 

5089 PCGS 1863 PR 66. Among proof Type Three three-cent 
silver pieces, the 1863 has the lowest mintage with only 460 
coins having been struck. It is as well a very scarce coin 
with only 1 other piece graded this high by PCGS (8/92) and 
none are finer. The surfaces are virtually perfect with no 
apparent signs of contact with other coins on either side. 
Toned in deep, multi-colored shades with highly reflective 
fields. 

5090 PCGS 1868 PR 65. The deep, variegated blue and gray 
toning is accented by the highly reflective fields on each side 
that add considerable flash and eye appeal to the coin. A 
lovely proof three-cent silver and one of only 21 pieces to 
have been so graded by PCGS (8/92). 

5091 PCGS 1872 PR 64. Watery mirrors under a blanket of 
steel-blue and violet toning. A near gem, one of 950 proofs 
struck. 

5092 PCGS 1873 PR 64. Rare, proof-only issue and the final 
year of the design. Production was limited to only 600 coins, 
and while there are a couple of dozen finer pieces, few could 
compare with this coin for eye appeal at this grade level. 
Rich, multi-colored toning with excellent depth of 
reflectivity in the fields.

5093 NGC 1867 MS 64. Lightly toned. 

5094 NGC 1868 MS 65. Sparkling mint luster and die clashed on 
each side. 

5095 PCGS 1887 MS 63. A very scarce issue with only 5,000 
business strikes minted. Mottled lilac and rose color. 


PROOF THREE-CENT NICKELS 

5096 PCGS 1865 PR 64. Attractive yellow-gold highlights on 
either side. Scarce first year issue, one of a reported 500 
proofs struck. PCGS population: 42 coins (9/92). 

5097 PCGS 1873 PR 64. Pale icy-blue toning over both sides with 
a faint hint of underlying rose. Nice looking coin. 

5098 PCGS 1878 PR 65. Scarce proof-only date with an 
original mintage of only 2,350 pieces. Mostly brilliant with 
excellent luster and considerable cartwheel in the fields. 
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5099 PCGS 1881 PR 63. Lightly spotted. 

5100 PCGS 1881 PR 64. Light even color. 

5101 PCGS 1882 PR 66. Brilliant with flashy, mirrored fields. 

5102 NGC 1887/6 PR 64. Brilliant with slightly contrasting 
devices and fields. 

5103 NGC 1888 PR 64. Slight gray patina with good reflectivity. 

5104 PCGS 1888 PR 66. Thickly frosted devices with moderately 
reflective fields, the surfaces overall are virtually free from 
any post-striking impairments. 

5105 NGC 1889 PR 64. Slightly variegated lilac and golden toning 
and very clean overall with only a slight planchet 
depression in the center of the reverse. 


SHIELD NICKELS 

5106 PCGS 1874 MS 63. Sharply struck with silvery-gray 
surfaces.

Sparkling, lustrous surfaces that have a 
beautiful mixture of lilac toning with rose colored centers. 
Very nice and a coin that should be closely examined by 
anyone needing a problem-free Shield nickel for type 
purposes. 

5110 PCGS 1883 MS 64. Pale, even color with strong underlying 
mint luster. 


PlfoOF SHIELD NICKELS 

5111 NGC 1866 Rays PR 66. Struck in only two years, the Rays 
design proved troublesome to the mint as the hard nickel 
coins would not easily strike up completely with this much 
fine detail. Dies shattered, and the design was modified in 
the following year by eliminating the rays motif. The 
completeness of detail seen on this coin can only be seen 
proofs as business strikes simply could not be struck with a 
force sufficient to bring up all the details and not break the 
die. This piece has bright, deeply reflective fields with a 
moderate amount of frosting on the devices and a faint rose 
tinted patina over each side. One of only 8 proofs to have 
been so graded by NGC (8/92). 

5112 PCGS 1875 PR 63. Light in color with strongly reflective 
fields. 

5113 NGC 1875 PR 64. Lightly toned. 

5114 NGC 1876 PR 63. Light in color with good reflectivity. 

5115 PCGS 1876 PR 64. Brilliant and essentially problem-free. 

5116 PCGS 1877 PR 64. A flashy, deeply mirrored example of 
this popular proof-only date, one of a reported 510 pieces 
struck. 

5117 PCGS 1880 PR 66. While not actually rare as a proof, there 
is considerable date pressure on the surviving proofs 
because of the pronounced lack of 1880 business strikes, 
especially high grade ones. This piece is shallowly mirrored 
and might fit quite nicely in a high grade set of business 
strike Shield nickels. There is a light layer of golden-rose 
patina on each side and the surfaces are seemingly flawless. 

5118 PCGS 1880 PR 66. A brilliant and deeply mirrored example 
of this popular proof Shield nickel. The devices are frosted 


and there is even a moderate amount of contrast on each 
side. One of 53 pieces to have been so graded by PCGS 
(9/92). 

5119 NGC 1882 PR 66. Untoned with moderately reflective 
surfaces and very clean overall. 

5120 NGC 1883 PR 66. Superior surfaces with bright, deeply 
reflective fields and just a touch of light golden-brown color 
in the centers. A coin that must be seen to be appreciated.

Every 
detail is completely brought up and the fields have a bright 
semi-prooflikeness that is most appealing.

5125 PCGS 1887 MS 64. Softly impressed on the outer portions of 
the devices. Light color. 

5126 NGC 1889 MS 65. Generally untoned with excellent mint 
frost. 

5127 NGC 1899 MS 65. Lustrous and lightly toned. 

5128 NGC 1899 MS 65. Sharply struck and toned a medium gray 
overall with muted iridescence underneath. 

5129 NGC 1900 MS 64. Fully struck with beautiful pinkish-rose 
toning. 

5130 NGC 1900 MS 65. Sharply struck with icy-blue and golden 
toning. 

5131 PCGS 1901 MS 64. Lustrous and untoned. 

5132 PCGS 1903 MS 64. Lustrous with cinnamon-brown color. 

5133 PCGS 1903 MS 64. Fully struck with deep gray and olive 
toning.

5161 NGC 1913-S Type Two MS 64. Satiny with subtle 
coloration. 

5162 NGC 1913-S Type Two MS 65. The clean, bright, satiny 
surfaces are covered with an even layer of pale golden-rose 
patina. A scarce and desirable early Buffalo. 

5163 NGC 1914-S MS 65. Satiny luster with light color but not 
quite completely struck up on the highpoints. 

5164 NGC 1915-S MS 65. Bright satiny luster with attractive 
golden-lilac toning. Scarce in such superior condition with 
only 9 pieces having been so graded by NGC (8/92). 

5165 NGC 1915-S MS 66. A scarce early mintmarked Buffalo. 
This coin has bright satiny luster and is covered with 
multiple layers of blue-olive and rose tinted patina. One of 9 
pieces certified as such by NGC (8/92) with none finer. 

5166 PCGS 1916-S MS 63. Light golden-olive toning. 

5167 PCGS 1916-S MS 66. A fully struck example of this 
scarce early S-mint. Fully struck throughout with vertical 
streaks of golden-olive and rose colored toning. One of only 


7 pieces to have been so graded by PCGS (9/92) with only 1 
finer. 

5168 PCGS 1917-D MS 66. A superlative icv-blue example, 
boldly struck and exhibiting shimmering mint luster. 
Although nearly 10 million 1917-D nickels were originally 
coined, only a handful of pieces exist in such a remarkable 
state of preservation. PCGS has certified only 3 pieces in 
equal grade and none finer (8/92). 

5169 NGC 1917-S MS 65. Well struck as usual with bright 
satiny surfaces that show light toning over both sides. 
Another scarce early S-mint, this one has only had 8 pieces 
certified by NGC (8/92) in this grade.

5175 NGC 1919-S MS 64. Watery mint luster, with 
suggestions of light golden color about the peripheries. Only 
some trivial softness of strike along the right side of both 
obverse and reverse precludes a possible gem rating. A rare 
issue in virtually unimprovable condition. 

5176 NGC 1921 MS 65. Full, pinpoint striking details in all areas 
with satiny, lightly toned surfaces. 

5177 NGC 1926 MS 65. Full strike. 

5178 PCGS 1926 MS 66. Fully struck with dazzling mint luster. 
Clean, virtually unmarked surfaces. 

5179 PCGS 1926-D MS 63. Softly struck as always but a clean 
coin for the grade with bright, satiny luster and attractive 
toning. 

5180 PCGS 1926-S MS 64. Deeply toned in olive-gold and 
rose-violet hues, with strong central details for the issue. 
The 1926-S has proven to be a real stopper in the Buffalo 
nickel series in mint state, second only to the ultra rare 
overdate and doubled date varieties. Just 22 specimens have 
graded MS 64 and only 6 have exceeded that level at PCGS 
(8/92). 

5181 NGC 1927-D MS 64. Well struck on the reverse with just a 
touch of softness on the hair on the obverse. Lightly and 
attractively toned with very few abrasions. 

5182 PCGS 1928 MS 65. The thick mint frost is covered by a 
layer of icy-blue patina. 

5183 PCGS 1929 MS 65. Sharply stuck. 

5184 PCGS 1930 MS 65. Variegated toning. 

5185 PCGS 1931-S MS 66. Superb luster and almost perfectly 
preserved surfaces. Scarce in this grade with only 11 coins 
having been so graded (9/92). 

5186 PCGS 1935-D MS 65. A premium coin with FULLY defined 
features: complete hair detail down to the knot in the braid, 
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finely matted hair on the bison’s head, and a split in the 
tail. Lightly toned. A premium coin that should be of great 
interest to collectors of this popular series. 

5187 PCGS 1935-D MS 66. A pleasing coin whose strong suit is 
its unusually bold strike. It is far above average for the issue 
with sharp definition over the head of the bison. Scarce. 

Only 15 pieces have been so graded by PCGS (8/92) with 
none finer. 

5188 PCGS 1935-D MS 66. Superb surfaces overall with smooth, 
unbroken mint luster and an even layer of golden-brown 
patina over both sides.

5195 PCGS 1942 Type One PR 66. About half as many of these 
have been certified as the more popular silver Type Twos. 

5196 PCGS 1942 Type One PR 67. Astonishing quality in this 
underrated issue. 


EARLY HALF DIME 

5197 NGC 1835 MS 63. Small Date, Large 5C. V-6, R.4. Well 
struck with a light monochromatic obverse paired with a 
deeply toned reverse. 


SEATED HALF DIMES 

5198 ANACS 1837 No Stars XF 45. Deep multi-colored toning. 

5199 PCGS 1837 No Stars MS 63. Fully struck with much 
original, deep color and an underlying layer of light gray 
patina. 

5200 NGC 1837 No Stars MS 64. Fully struck with deep 
blue-gray toning with accents of light rose seen here and 
there. A scarce type coin minted in only two years, this is 
usually the only year available to the collector. 

5201 NGC 1837 No Stars MS 65. The No Stars half dimes 
and dimes have often been compared to medals, and with 
this coin one can easily see how this is so. The central motif 
of Liberty stands out clearly from the surrounding fields and 
the strike has pinpoint definition in all areas. Excellent 
mint luster throughout and attractively toned. One of 34 
coins to have been so graded by NGC (8/92).

5214 PCGS 1862 MS 62. Extremely sharp with mottled golden 
hues on the obverse and violet toning peripherally on the 
reverse. 

5215 PCGS 1863 MS 65. A rare date Legend half dime with a 
low, low mintage of only 13,000 pieces. This is a mostly 
untoned coin that is well struck and shows excellent mint 
luster. A desirable, low mintage issue that can probably be 
purchased at a modest premium. Trends $1400 in MS 63 
(8/17). 

5216 PCGS 1867 MS 64. Even though the fields are reflective, 
there is no mistaking the status of this rare coin. There is a 
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bit of localized striking weakness on the lower leaf on the 
inside of the wreath. Also there are signs of multiple die 
clashing in the obverse fields.

While deeply toned in multiple colors, 
the coin has plenty of "life" with its brightly reflective, 
mirrored fields. Scarce as a business strike with added date 
pressure on the proofs. One of only 12 pieces to have been 
so graded by PCGS (8/92). 

5226 PCGS 1873 PR 67. An absolutely immaculate Seated half 
dime that not only appoaches technical perfection, but also 
has subtle rose and sea-green toning on each side. The fields 
show evidence of having been heavily striated which caused 
the bright, mirror-like fields on each side. This is the only 
coin to have been so graded by PCGS (8/92) of this date with 
none finer.

5227 PCGS 1807 Fine 15. An original coin that is still quite light 
in color. The dies were apparently misaligned causing the 
details on the left part of each side to be slightly weaker 
than those on the right. 

5228 NGC 1807 XF 40. Well struck and deeply toned. This is a 
pleasing and original coin that shows no distracting 
abrasions or rim nicks on either side. Perfect for type 
purposes. 

5229 PCGS 1829 MS 63. JR-2, R.2. A well struck coin with light 
gray and rose streaks of color on each side. One of the easier 
varieties of 1829 to locate in mint state. 


5230 ANACS 1831 XF 45. JR-1, R.l. Nicely toned with the usual 
soft definition in the centers common to all examples of this 
variety. 

5231 ANACS 1835 AU 50. JR-4, R.2. Original deep gray patina. 


LIBERTY SEATED DIMES 

5232 PCGS 1853 Arrows MS 66. Arrows were added in 1853 
to designate a reduction in weight from the old tenor 
(pre-1853) silver coins and this motif lasted through 1855. 
Coins from these years are highly sought after by collectors 
in all grades and high grade pieces are in very strong 
demand. This coin has virtually flawless features, the only 
area that looks like a surface flaw is in the field around the 
head and that is actually an area of light die clashing. The 
surfaces are brilliant and show excellent luster and are fully 
detailed throughout. One of 13 pieces to have been so graded 
by PCGS (9/92). 

5233 PCGS 1858 MS 63. Steely-gold toning with splashes of 
milky violet on the reverse. 

5234 PCGS 1858-0 MS 65. This is a very scarce dime that is 
usually only found in low grades and is very rare in 
uncirculated. According to the September PCGS Population 
Report there have only been 6 coins certified in ALL 
conditions of mint state, this includes two other pieces that 
have been also been graded MS 65. This remarkable coin 
shows a deep, variegated gray and blue toning on each side 
with strong underlying luster and a complete strike. Trends 
lists this date at $1700 in MS 63 (8/17) but it is unlisted any 
higher. 

5235 NGC 1867 MS 63. Very rare with only 6,000 business 
strikes manufactured. Of those pieces that survive only a 
few are in mint condition. As such, this is quite a special 
coin for the serious, advanced collector of this series. Even 
though the coin is toned in deep shades of blue and gray, the 
coloration cannot subdue the bright sparkling luster that 
lies underneath. One of only 2 pieces to have been so graded 
by NGC (8/92) with 14 in higher condition. Trends $2750 
(8/17). 

5236 NGC 1870 MS 64. Fully struck with die striations in the 
fields that have created a semi-reflectiveness on each side. 
Mostly brilliant with only a bit of peripheral golden color. 

5237 PCGS 1873 Closed 3 MS 66. The more available of the 
two varieties of this year, the Closed 3 coins were all struck 
and delivered between January 15 and February 28. This is 
an outstanding type coin and one that is mostly untoned but 
shows a thin crescent of russet color on the left half of the 
obverse and a wide arc of deep blue on the left half of the 
reverse. Only 3 other pieces have been so graded by PCGS 

(9/92), and surely none of them could rival the eye appeal of 
this lovely piece. 

5238 PCGS 1874 Arrows MS 61. Mottled olive-gray toning 
overlays satiny surfaces. Popular two-year type. 

5239 NGC 1874 Arrows MS 64. Sharply struck and toned in 
mottled shades of olive, rose, blue, and golden and evenly 
matched from side to side. This is a more affordable grade 
for this scarce two-year type coin. One of only 13 pieces to 
have been so graded by NGC (8/92) with 23 in higher 
grades. 

5240 PCGS 1874 Arrows MS 66. The surfaces appear to be 
free from any noticeable abrasions of any size or 
importance, and each side is highly lustrous with a band of 
rainbow toning. A lovely, high-end example of this scarce 
and popular type coin and one of only 16 pieces to have been 
so graded by PCGS (9/92). 

5241 PCGS 1875 MS 64. Excellent luster with ever deepening 
color around the peripheries. 
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5242 PCGS 1877-CC MS 63. Well struck with excellent luster 
characteristics but covered with a rather drab gray-olive 
toning.

5268 PCGS 1914-D MS 64. Toned on the obverse. Lustrous 
reverse. 

5269 PCGS 1915 MS 64. Light golden toning. Sharp strike. 

5270 PCGS 1916 MS 64. Originally toned. 


PROOF BARBER DIMES 

5271 PCGS 1899 PR 64. Very light in color with ultra-deep, 
reflective mirrors. 

5272 PCGS 1899 PR 66. A superb type coin that looks like it 
probably came out of an original proof set from the 
appearance of the toning. The obverse is light in the center 
with a bit of pale golden color over the frost on the face of 
Liberty and the peripheries are a deep blue, the same color 
seen over most of the reverse. 

5273 PCGS 1901 PR 65. Unfathomably deep mirrors in the 
fields with just the lightest hint of color. 

5274 NGC 1902 PR 63. Deeply toned. 

5275 PCGS 1902 PR 65. Deeply reflective fields and toned in rich 
multi-colored shades. An attractive, problem-free proof type 
coin. 

5276 NGC 1904 PR 63. Deep gray and blue mottled coloring with 
adequately mirrored fields. 


MERCURY DIMES 

5277 NGC 1918 MS 65. Original, light toning. 

5278 PCGS 1920-S MS 64 Full Bands. Superb luster with medium 
gray toning on the obverse paired with a brilliant reverse. 
One of the scarcer early dates as evidenced by only 18 pieces 
having been so graded by PCGS (9/92). 

5279 NGC 1921-D MS 66 Full Bands. With an original 
mintage of only 1.23 million pieces, the 1921-D dime has to 
be at the top of every Mercury dime collector’s Hit Parade. 
Unlike some coins that have a low mintage and high 
availability, the 1921-D is really a scarce item, especially in 
high grade. This is just a swell looking coin that has bright, 
intensely lustrous surfaces that are unfazed by any 
meaningful abrasions, and each side has taken on a light 
olive patina on the highpoints that gives the piece even 
more eye appeal. Only 1 other coin has been so graded by 
NGC (8/92) while PCGS (9/92) has graded 4 pieces in this 
condition. 

5280 NGC 1924-D MS 65. An originally toned coin with soft 
frosted luster and attractive golden-gray toning that shows 
deep charcoal encrustations around the peripheral devices 
on the obverse. A scarce and valuable Mercury dime either 
with or without a split in the bands area. Only 1 other coin 
has been so graded by NGC (8/92) with none finer. Trends 
$1150(8/17). 
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5281 NGC 1924-S MS 65. A very scarce Mercury dime, one of 
the rarest in the series, regardless of band details. This is a 
lovely, original coin that has much gray color on the obverse 
paired with a lighter golden on the reverse. Lustrous and 
nearly mark-free. One of only 6 pieces to have been so 
graded by NGC (8/92). 

5282 PCGS 1926-D MS 64 Full Bands. Lightly toned on the 
obverse and strongly struck throughout. A nice, clean 
example of this scarce issue that just doesn’t have quite the 
luster necessary to make the 65 grade. 

5283 PCI 1927 MS 65 Full Bands. Brilliant. 

5284 NGC 1928-D MS 67. Both sides of this pristine, fully 
lustrous specimen display splashes of gorgeous rose and 
apple-green iridescence. The strike is virtually full, 
exhibiting partial separation of the horizontal bands. One of 
just 4 specimens certified equally at NGC (8/92), none of 
which could surpass the eye appeal of this lovely example. 

5285 PCGS 1929-D MS 65 Full Bands. Brilliant with excellent 
luster. 

5286 PCGS 1930-S MS 64 Full Bands. Rich multi-colored toning 
in the fields. 

5287 PCGS 1934-D MS 65 Full Bands. Scarcer issue. 

5288 NGC 1938 MS 67. Superior luster with bright golden-blue 
toning. 

5289 NGC 1939 MS 67. Dazzling, lustrous surfaces with just a bit 
of light color on the reverse. 

5290 NGC 1939-D MS 67. Superb! 

5291 NGC 1939-D MS 67 Full Bands. Brilliant and nearly 
flawless. 

5292 NGC 1941 MS 67. Pristine surfaces, splashed in light 
iridescent shades about the borders. 

5293 NGC 1941-D MS 66 Full Bands. Pale lilac and golden 
toning. 

5294 PCGS 1941-D MS 67 Full Bands. Lightly toned with 
smooth, unblemished surfaces. Nice coin. 

5295 NGC 1941-D MS 67 Full Bands. Light gray patina, a 
near-perfect coin. 

5296 NGC 1942 MS 67. Brilliant and semi-prooflike. Flashy. 

5297 PCGS 1942 MS 66 Full Bands; 1942-D MS 66 Full Bands; 
and a 1944-D MS 66 Full Bands. All are brilliant. (Total: 3 
coins) 

5298 ANACS 1942/1 AU 55. Nice, original color and a pleasing 
example of this scarce overdate that is rarely seen in mint 


5299 PCGS 1942-D MS 66 Full Bands; 1945-D MS 65 Full Bands; 
and a 1945-S MS 65 Full Bands. A lustrous group of Mercs. 
(Total: 3 coins) 

5300 NGC 1942-D MS 67 Full Bands. Booming mint frost with 
just a hint of light color. 

5301 NGC 1943 MS 67. Flawless surfaces splashed on the reverse 
in gorgeous multicolored toning. 

5302 NGC 1943 MS 67. Brilliant and frosted with slightly 
granular fields. 

5303 NGC 1943 MS 68. Wow! An immaculate type coin with a 
tiny area of red and golden color in the center of the reverse. 

5304 NGC 1943 MS 67 Full Bands. The satiny brilliance is only 
interrupted by a slight golden hue in the center of the 


reverse. 

5305 NGC 1943-D MS 67. Light in color with clean features. 

5306 NGC 1943-D MS 67. Light golden patina with matte-like 

5307 NGC 1943-D MS 67 Full Bands. Superb luster and fully 
detailed in all areas. 

5308 NGC 1943-D MS 67 Full Bands. Are we having fun yet? 

5309 NGC 1943-S MS 67 Full Bands. Dazzling semi-prooflike 
fields and an immaculate coin as well. 

5310 NGC 1944 MS 67. Smooth, creamy luster and virtually 
unblemished. 

5311 PCGS 1944-D MS 65 Full Bands. Brilliant. 

5312 NGC 1944-D MS 67 Full Bands. Light in color overall except 
for a small spot of golden toning in the field just in front of 
Liberty’s nose. 

5313 NGC 1944-D MS 67 Full Bands. Both obverse and reverse 
are toned a light gray, orange and rose. 

5314 NGC 1945 MS 67. Superior surfaces. Really a nice type coin. 

5315 NGC 1945-D MS 67 Full Bands. Superb luster with virtually 
perfect surfaces and a touch of smokey-golden and blue 
toning over the highpoints. 


PROOF MERCURY DIME 

5316 PCGS 1939 PR 68. A flawless proof Mercury that has a 
strong dose of that elusive quality that is so necessary for 
any coin to grade Proof-68: eye appeal. The obverse is toned 
in concentric rings of light golden, scarlet, and finally blue 
at the rim. The reverse is pale, almost brilliant, with just a 
touch of peripheral golden color. One of only 5 pieces to 
have been so graded by PCGS (9/92) with none finer.

5317 PCGS 1952 PR 67. Brilliant. 


TWENTY-CENT PIECES 

5318 ANACS 1875 AU 50. Bright iridescent toning. 

5319 PCGS 1875 MS 64. Fully struck with complete detailing to 
the top of the eagles’s left wing. The surfaces are very clean 
and the fields are somewhat reflective, being little 
diminished by the deep blue and rose toning seen over both 
sides. A scarcer twenty-cent issue that had an output 
limited to only 36,900 pieces, of which only 21 have been so 
graded by PCGS (9/92). 

5320 NGC 1875-CC MS 64. The 1875-CC is several times 
scarcer than its San Francisco counterpart and as such is a 
much more desirable coin. It is also the only realistically 
obtainable Carson City twenty-center. In general the 
1875-CC has a characteristically soft strike, but that is just 
not the case on this coin. This coin is well struck throughout 
with only a bit of softness at the very top of the eagle’s 
wing. Toned in deep shades of blue and gray, the underlying 
luster is quite strong. Only 21 pieces have been so graded 
according to the August Census Report. 

5321 NGC 1875-S MS 63. Well struck with excellent luster and 
toned a light golden over both sides. An attractive, 
problem-free type coin. 
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5322 PCGS 1875-S MS 64. Lovely surfaces on this scarce and 
~~ popular 19th century type coin. The smooth, creamy luster 

is virtually unbroken by contact and both sides are covered 
with a lovely grey-rose patina. Double punched mintmark. 

5323 PCGS 1875-S MS 65. A lovely coin that is earned by the 
frostiness and originality of its surfaces. The peripheries are 
lightly toned in speckled green and golden toning. 


PROOF TWENTY-CENT PIECES 

5324 PCGS 1876 PR 64. A pleasing, milky-toned specimen 
exhibiting greenish-grav and steelv-gold shades on either 
side. Onlv 14 examples of this date have graded higher at 
PCGS (9/92). 


EARLY QUARTERS 

5325 NGC 1796 AU 58. The 1796 quarter is one of the most 
eagerly sought out of all early U.S. type coins. It is a one 
year of type with a rather paltry mintage of only 6.146 
pieces. Most survivors are low grade but there are a number 
of high grade specimens as well, most of which came from a 
hoard dispersed by Abe Kosoff some 50 years ago, half of 
which were called Unc. and the other half called "Proof!" 
Undoubtedly this piece came from that hoard as it is very 
sharply defined on the obverse with fine hair details and 
strong denticles. The reverse, as usual, is weak in the center 
of the eagle but well brought up elsewhere. Toned in deep 
shades of gray-olive with a bit of dark blue here and there. 
Very scarce and seldom offered any finer. Trends $20,500 in 
AU 50. $26,000 in MS 60 (9/14). 


5331 NGC 1856 MS 64. Fully struck with deep sea-green and rose 
tinted patina. One of the more affordable dates in the No 
Motto series of Seated quarters. 

5332 PCGS 1858 MS 64. Fully struck on all the devices with 
smooth surfaces that show layer upon layer of deep 
sea-green, rose, and gray toning. A very pleasing No Motto 
quarter and one of the more available dates in the type with 
51 pieces having been so graded by PCGS (9/92). 

5333 NGC 1876 MS 63. Light golden-gray obverse toning. A 
select example of this centennial year issue. 

5334 NGC 1876 MS 65. Sharply struck with clean, problem-free 
surfaces that have taken on bands of rainbow coloring over 
the vears that serve to enhance the overall eye appeal of the 
coin considerably. A popular Centennial issue. 

5335 NGC 1877-CC MS 66. A superb satiny gem overlaid on 
both sides in splashes of sea-green and violet toning. Not 
overly scarce in lesser grades of mint state, but outstanding 
specimens such as this are very elusive. One of just 2 pieces 
graded similarly by NGC (8/92). 

5336 PCGS 1889 MS 66. Here is a coin that has everything 
going for it. With an original mintage of only 12,000 
business strikes, any coin of this date is an important one to 
the collector. This is a superb specimen with eye appeal that 
can be rivaled by few coins. The obverse has a lovely olive 
patina and is surrounded by rose at the rim. The reverse, on 
the other hand, has a multi-colored rose, blue, and sea-green 
coloration. These multiple colors are intensified by the 
shimmering mint frost that covers the coin. Fully struck 
also and free from any distracting surface marks. 


5326 NGC 1818 MS 62. Actually an 1818/5 but not stated as 
such on the holder. The underdigit is faint but can still be 
made out with a magnifier in the top loop of the 8 and as a 
connecting line between the loops. Very well struck 
throughout with little of the localized weakness often seen 
on coins struck with a screw press. There are very few 
blemishes on either side and the surfaces are toned in 
multiple layers of gray and golden-brown toning. Large size 
quarters are certainly one of the scarcer and more 
worthwhile purchases on the coin market at today’s price 
levels. This is the only MS 62 certified by NGC and there 
are 37 in higher grades. 

5327 PCGS 1819 XF 40. Untoned and problem-free, this piece 
has an unusual amount of luster still clinging to the devices 
for a 40 coin. Trends $550 (9/14). 

5328 PCI 1821 AU 58. B-3a, R. 1. Fully prooflike and struck 
from the same dies as some of the proofs of this year. After 
striking a few proofs, the B-3 dies were later used to coin 
business strikes, so many in fact that this is the most 
common variety of the year. Shortly after beginning 
business strike production, the dies clashed and later 
cracked at star 12. This coin is an intermediate striking, 
made shortly after the proofs and before the dies clashed 
and cracked, thus retaining much of the proof surface in the 
fields but lacking the striking details as this coin was singly 
struck. Toned a mottled blue-gray in the centers with 
deeper blue toward the rims. Trends $1175 in AU 50. $2050 
in MS 60(9/14). 

5329 AN ACS 1832 AU 50. Lustrous steel-gray surfaces, toned a 
bit deeper about the margins. 


LIBERTY SEATED QUARTERS 

5330 PCGS 1853 Arrows and Rays MS 65. A beautifully 
preserved example of this popular one-year type. The 
surfaces are completely lustrous and toned a light 
golden-gray. One of just 7 pieces so graded by PCGS, with 
just one higher (9/92). 


PROOF LIBERTY SEATED QU ARTERS 

5337 PCGS 1859 PR 63. Deeply mirrored with some light color on 
each side and a few stray hairlines here and there. 

5338 PCGS 1859 PR 65. While deeply toned in shades of 
sea-green and gray, the mirrored fields still retain the 
complete flash with the reverse being especially light in 
color and highly reflective. A scarce early proof that was 
extensively melted, today leaving only 9 coins certified in PR 
65 by PCGS (8/92) with 1 finer. 

5339 PCGS 1861 PR 63. Deep multi-colored toning. 

5340 PCGS 1867 PR 65. With only 20.000 business strikes 
manufactured, proofs of this date are of even greater 
importance than their mintage of 625 pieces would suggest. 
This is a nicely toned piece that has mottled gray and 
golden toning on each side with blue at the peripheries. 
Deeply mirrored and showing no obvious surface flaws, this 
is one of only 9 coins to have been so graded by PCGS (9/92). 

5341 PCGS 1873 No Arrows PR 67. Extraordinary eye appeal 
characterizes this finest known example of the 1873 No 
Arrows quarter. There are a couple of PR 66 coins certified 
by NGC (8/92) but the closest coin in grade to this one by 
PCGS is PR 65. The central portions of the obverse are 
either untoned or have just a faint layer of lavender. The 
reverse, on the other hand, is toned in deep bands of maroon 
and blue-green. An exemplary type coin with nearly perfect 
surfaces. 

5342 PCGS 1873 Arrows PR 64. Watery surfaces, toned a 
delicate golden-steel on the obverse and essentially brilliant 
on the reverse. The scarcer of the two Arrows issues in 
proof (mintage: 540) and one of 16 pieces graded as such by 
PCGS (8/92). 

5343 NGC 1875 PR 63. Hazy steel-toned surfaces, exhibiting a bit 
more flash and iridescent accents on the reverse. 

5344 NGC 1876 PR 64. Rich blue, violet and yellow-gold 
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iridescence with full underlying proof brilliance. 

5345 NGC 1881 PR 64. Both sides display attractive violet 
and blue toning that is deepest about the borders. 

5346 NGC 1883 PR 64. Essentially brilliant and exhibiting deep, 
watery fields. Popular date, struck from a low total mintage 
of just 15,439 pieces. 

5347 PCGS 1884 PR 66. With business strikes being so scarce 
(mintage: 8,000) most date collectors have had to turn to 
the more frequently encountered proofs of this year. This 
superb piece has a muted multi-colored iridescence on the 
obverse while the reverse has flashy mirrored fields that 
highlight the rainbow coloration. One of 14 pieces to have 
been so graded by PCGS (9/92). 

5348 PCGS 1891 PR 65. A sparkling, hairline-free example, 
toned about the outer portions in splendid iridescent blue 
and rose shades. Final vear of issue and one of 21 pieces 
graded as PR 65 by PCGS (8/92). 


BARBER QUARTERS 

5349 PCGS 1892 MS 67. An utterly superb example of this first 
year Barber quarter. The surfaces are blanketed in a wholly 
original toning, highlighted in blue iridescence and showing 
vibrant mint brilliance. One of just 6 examples graded as 
such by PCGS (9/92). 

5350 PCGS 1893-0 MS 65. B-4132. with mintmark far to the 
right. Even though not completely struck up in all areas, 
this does little to diminish the overall attractiveness of this 
coin. The fields are semi-prooflike and add quite a bit of 
sparkle to the surfaces which are lightly and evenly toned 
and well balanced from one side to the other. One of only 8 
pieces to have been so graded by PCGS (9/92). 

5351 PCGS 1898 MS 64. Sharply struck with attractive, original 
toning that is a medium gray in the centers with bright blue 
outlining the devices. Excellent luster characteristics that 
are little affected by the layers of color. 

5352 PCGS 1902-S MS 64. A scarce date Barber quarter with 
only 1.5 million struck. This is a pleasing coin for the grade 
with very clean surfaces, good luster, and well matched 
toning on each side. One of only 8 pieces to have been so 
graded by PCGS (8/92). 

5353 PCGS 1904 MS 64. Deep purplish-rose toned centers with a 
ring of blue-green around the rims. Well struck. 

5354 PCGS 1906 MS 63. Streaky golden-rose and blue toning. 

5355 PCGS 1909 MS 64. Subtly toned with strong underlying 

5356 PCGS 1909 MS 65. The face of Liberty is remarkably free 
from abrasions and the clean features overall are suggestive 
of a coin that grades much higher. Original with attractive 
light toning that deepens somewhat around the outer 
devices. Nice piece. 

5357 PCGS 1909 MS 65. Frosty and completely original, 
showing only a whisper of silvery-gray and golden color 
about the peripheries. One of the highest mintage Barber 
quarters, but gems are more elusive than some of the later 
issues. PCGS population: 15 coins (8/92). 

5358 PCGS 1914 MS 63. Brilliant with good luster, marred only 
by a single abrasion on the cheek of Liberty. 

5359 PCGS 1914 MS 64. Superb luster overall with a smattering 
of deep golden over each side. A lovely coin that must be 
seen to be appreciated. 

5360 NGC 1915-S MS 64. Sharply struck with pale, almost 
translucent, color. 


5361 PCGS 1916-D MS 64. Highly lustrous with light color on the 
obverse, deeper on the reverse. 

5362 PCGS 1916-D MS 65. White and frosty, with 
shimmering luster in the fields. Popular final year of issue. 


PROOF BARBER QUARTERS 

5363 PCGS 1897 PR 64. A stunning display of bright rainbow 
colors cover each side and are easily the focal point of 
interest on this coin. Good depth of mirrors and clean 
surfaces. A very attractive proof type coin. 

5364 PCGS 1900 PR 61. A flashy coin for the grade, untoned and 
displaying full proof brilliance along with notable contrast 
between fields and devices. 

5365 PCGS 1902 PR 65. A lovely coin and an interesting study 
in contrasts. The obverse is toned down to a uniform deep, 
almost navy, blue color, while the reverse has a clear center 
that is surrounded by gradually deepening lavender and 
then blue toning. If the obverse had the flash of the reverse 
this coin would surely grade higher. 

5366 NGC 1902 PR 66. Nicely mirrored fields and showing no 
apparent hairlines,, contact marks, or other visual 
distractions. The obverse is toned a bright golden-brown 
while the reverse has a smokey violet-gray patina. One of 
only 8 pieces to have been so graded by NGC (8/92) with 1 
coin in higher condition. 

5367 PCGS 1909 PR 66. The surfaces of this proof quarter 
appear to be flawless. The mirrored fields are deeply 
reflective and the obverse has taken on a rich blue patina 
with an occasional accent of gray. The reverse, on the other 
hand, is much fighter in hue. so much so that the cameo 
effect between the devices and the mirrored fields can be 
easily made out. A stunning proof type coin and one of only 
10 pieces that have been so graded by PCGS (9/92). 


STANDING LIBERTY QUARTERS 

5368 NGC 1917 Type One MS 64. Natural gray-gold toning 
overlays satiny surfaces. 

5369 PCGS 1917 Type One MS 62 Full Head. Boldly defined and 
satiny, with a few specks of toning visible here and there. 

5370 ANACS 1917 Type One MS 64 Full Head. Lightly toned. 

5371 PCGS 1917-D Type One MS 62 Full Head. 

5372 PCGS 1917-D Type One MS 63 Full Head. Lustrous with 
scattered toning. 

5373 PCGS 1917-S Type One MS 64 Full Head. Brilliant with a 
pronounced granularity to the surfaces. 

5374 PCGS 1917 Type Two MS 65. Lustrous with a hint of 
icy-blue and pale golden patina on each side. 

5375 PCGS 1917-D Type Two MS 63. Originally toned. 

5376 NGC 1918-S MS 66. Superb mint luster and covered with a 
light golden and lilac toning that seems to almost glow as it 
is backlit by the mint bloom. 

5377 PCGS 1919 MS 65. Thoroughly brilliant with intense, flashy 
mint frost. Some head detail. 

5378 PCGS 1919-S MS 63. Sharply struck with bright luster and 
attractive color. Scarce. 

5379 NGC 1920-S MS 65. Originally toned with several darker 
spots of color on the reverse. A nice coin that has a bit of 
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detail on the upper portion of the head. 

5380 PCGS 1924 MS 64. Virtually untoned with very little head 
detail. 

5381 NGC 1924-D MS 64. Satiny luster with matte-like surfaces. 

5382 PCGS 1924-D MS 66. Lightly toned on the reverse with 
superb luster. A lovely tpe coin and an early die state struck 
before the die shattered, on this piece only showing a crack 
through the tops of the digits. Quite well struck also with 
most of the head detail showing. 

5383 PCGS 1924-S MS 64. Light peripheral color with decent 
detail on the head of Liberty. 

5384 PCGS 1924-S MS 65. Scattered toning and well struck with 
some head detail. 

5385 PCGS 1927 MS 64. Rich golden-brown toning surround the 
devices. Well struck. 

5386 PCGS 1928-D MS 64. Scattered violet toning. There is a 
small planchet flake out of the reverse field. 

5387 PCGS 1928-D MS 65. Light golden toning. 

5388 PCGS 1928-S MS 64. Lightly toned with green-gold accents 
on either side. 

5389 PCGS 1928-S MS 66. A lovely coin with full mint bloom and 
partial detail at the top of the head. 

5390 PCGS 1930 MS 64 Full Head. Zippy luster. 

5391 PCGS 1930 MS 65 Full Head. Brilliant with excellent mint 
luster. 

5392 PCGS 1930 MS 65 Full Head. Dazzling mint brilliance on 
the obverse with a nicely toned reverse. Good type coin. 

5393 PCGS 1930-SLMS 65 Full Head. Excellent luster with just 
the lightest bit of color around the rims. 


WASHINGTON QUARTERS 

5394 PCGS 1932-S MS 62. Brilliant and showing a few scattered, 
small abrasions but an altogether pleasing uncirculated 
example of this scarce key issue. Die polishing marks can be 
seen in the fields on each side. 

5395 PCGS 1932-S MS 64. Showing scattered portions of 
golden-rose toning here and there on each side with much of 
the original brilliance still in evidence over most of the 
coin’s surfaces. A clean, problem-free example of this scarce, 
key date issue. 

5396 PCGS 1936-D MS 64. An original, lightly toned example of 
this scarce, key date Washington quarter. The few 
bagmarks hardly detract from this highly lustrous coin. 

5397 PCGS 1936-D MS 64. A nice enough coin for the grade with 
light color on the obverse and a brilliant reverse. 

5398 NGC 1936-S MS 66. Mottled golden-brown obverse toning. 

5399 NGC 1936-S MS 66. Golden peripheral toning, deeper on 
the obverse. 

5400 PCGS 1938-S MS 65. Superior luster. 

5401 PCGS 1940-D MS 64; and a 1940-D MS 65. Both pieces are 
untoned. (Total: 2 coins)

5402 PCGS 1950 PR 66. Brilliant. 


EARLY HALF DOLLARS 

5403 PCGS 1797 Fine 12. The 1796-97 half dollars are among 
the most elusive and highly coveted of all United States 
coins. Combined mintages for the two years was a paltry 
3,918 pieces, of which 2,984 were dated 1797. These corns 
were sent into circulation and, for the most part, stayed 
there. Very few high grade (XF or better) specimens exist 
today. This piece is typical for the issue. The surfaces show 
considerable wear but all design elements are clearly 
outlined and show some internal details also. The fields are 
toned a deep blue while the devices contrast slightly with a 
subtle gray-lilac patina. The surfaces are exceptionally 
clean for a coin of this grade with no objectionable or 
mentionable marks anywhere. Trends $14,750 (9/14). 

5404 NGC 1807 Bust Right XF 40. 0-102. Steel-gray surfaces 
with golden-russet highlights on the reverse. 

5405 ANACS 1811 MS 62. Large 8. 0-104, R.l. Fully detailed in 
all areas and quite a difficult type to locate as such. The 
surfaces show a few bits of scattered carbon—a couple of 
spots were removed from the left obverse field by rubbing 
the coin and leaving a circular area of hairlining there-this 
is not noticeable when the piece is viewed face on. only 
when it is angled slightly. Nicely toned. 

5406 NGC 1817 MS 63. O-lll, R.l. A bit softly struck on the 
uppermost hair curls but fully lustrous and toned in deep 
shades of gray, violet, and blue-green. 

5407 PCGS 1824/1 MS 64. 0-101. Not specified on the holder, 
but designated as OVERDATE. Very well struck 
throughout, with full frosty mint luster and a light to 
medium grav-gold toning blanketing the obverse. Light 
golden toning frames the reverse. One of just 3 specimens so 
graded by PCGS (8/92). 

5408 PCGS 1830 AU 50. Small 0. Medium gray patina over both 
sides with a strong rose undertone. 

5409 PCGS 1830 AU 53. Large 0. 0-123. R.l. Mottled rainbow 
iridescence with bright surfaces that have retained a fair 
amount of the original luster. 

5410 PCGS 1831 XF 40. 0-102, R.l. Gray-golden toning. 

5411 PCGS 1832 AU 50. 0-102, R.l. Rather deeply toned with an 
underlying brightness to the surfaces. Well struck. 

5412 NGC 1832 AU 55. 0-122, R.l. Muted violet and rose toning. 
Clean surfaces overall. 

5413 NGC 1832 MS 64. 0-118, R.l. A sharply struck example of 
the "Laced Lips" variety. The surfaces are lustrous and 
nearly mark-free and covered with a deep blue-green and 
golden toning. One of only 16 pieces to have been so graded 
by NGC (8/92). 

5414 ANACS 1833 AU 50. 0-112, R.2. Very pleasing and totally 
original surfaces that retain some of the coin’s luster from 
when new. 

5415 PCGS 1834 AU 50. 0-114, R.l. Sharply struck with rather 
deep, variegated toning. 

5416 ANACS 1834 AU 58. 0-103, R.2. Almost all the original 
luster still remains under the multiple layers of toning. A 
nice coin whose only fault lies in a slight softness of strike. 

5417 PCGS 1834 xMS 64. Large Date, Small Letters. 0-106, R.l. 
A well struck coin that appears to have been left to tone 
naturally over the years, with the result being that a rather 
pronounced deep gray patina has accumulated that has 
significant undertones of blue and red while the highpoints 
of the design are a dark, almost charcoal, gray. A lustrous 
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5418 PCGS 1836 Lettered Edge XF 45. Attractive blue and 
golden-violet toning. 

5419 NGC 1836 Lettered Edge MS 64. O-108a. R.2. This is the 
1836/1336 variety, a most interesting mint blunder, where 
the lower loop of the 3 shows at the bottom of the first 8. 
Well struck and problem-free, the coin has a mottled gray 
and golden toning over both sides and strong underlying 
luster. Only 12 pieces have been so graded by NGC (8/92) 
with 2 finer. 

5420 PCGS 1836 Reeded Edge AU 50. The 1836 Reeded 
Edge half is one of the most historically significant and 
valuable of all 19th century U.S. silver coins. They were the 
first coins struck on the new steam press installed in the 
Philadelphia mint that year. Since they were minted late in 
the year only 1,200 pieces were produced. Examples are 
very elusive in all grades and quite expensive, in the main 
being in the realm of the advanced collector. This is a fine 
looking half that is generally well struck with clean surfaces 
and lovely deep blue-violet toning on each side. Trends 
$3300 (9/14). 

5421 PCGS 1837 Reeded Edge MS 61. Sharply and evenly struck, 
with appealing green and gold toning about the peripheries. 

5422 NGC 1837 Reeded Edge MS 64. Certainly one of the 
most significant coins in 19th century American 
numismatics is the Reeded Edge half. It was the first 
American coin struck with a steam press and it is also a 
very elusive item in strict mint state condition. Only 24 
coins have been certified in MS 64 of this date according to 
the NGC Census Report for August and 10 are in MS 65 
condition. This is a nicely toned piece that has a mixture of 
gray, golden, and olive over both sides. There are a couple of 
shallow marks on the neck but these are well masked by the 
toning. Very sharply struck with strong details on the hair 
and star radials. 

5423 PCGS 1838 Reeded Edge MS 62. For the collector the 
purchase of this coin is an intelligent, value-oriented 
decision. In MS 63 Reeded Edge halves jump more than a 
thousand dollars in price. This coin is quite clean for an MS 
62 and sharply struck as well, giving the piece that 
appearance of an even higher grade. Rather deeply toned. 
One of only 21 pieces to have been so certified by PCGS 
(8/92). 


LIBERTY SEATED HALF DOLLARS 

5424 PCGS 1840 Reverse of 1839 MS 64. When the Seated 
Liberty design was first used on half dollars in 1839, most of 
the half dollars struck retained the small lettering used on 
the reverses of Reeded Edge halves (1836-37). There were a 
few coins struck in 1840 from the old style letters, but this 
was soon changed to a larger font, creating a rare and 
distinctly different reverse type for 1839. Only 9 coins have 
been so graded by PCGS (9/92) with 7 in higher grades. This 
is a very pleasing piece that is fully struck with 
semi-prooflike fields and just a touch of light color. Trends 
$1950 in MS 63(9/14). 

5425 PCGS 1841-0 MS 63. The 1841-0 is one of the few 
mintmarked Seated halves that are available from time to 
time in decent uncirculated condition. According to Breen 
some 40 mint state pieces turned up in Clearwater, Florida 
before 1957. This is a brilliant and highly lustrous specimen 
whose only fault lies in a softness of strike in the centers, 
which is most evident on the eagle’s feathers on the reverse. 
Only 2 other pieces have been so graded by PCGS (9/92) 
with 2 others in higher condition. Trends $2550 (9/14). 

5426 ANACS 1846-0 Tall Date XF 45. Light in color and quite 
problem-free for the grade, this is a pleasing example of this 
rare variety. Trends $850 in XF 40. $ 1850 in AU 50 (9/14). 


5428 PCGS 1852 AU 55. Light gray in color with generous 
amounts of remaining luster. Just 77.130 pieces were 
originally struck and only a small percentage of those 
survive in any grade. 

5429 PCGS 1853 Arrows and Rays MS 62. While not an 
especially high grade for this type, this piece has certain 
attributes of a coin that grades much higher. For instance, 
the strike is fully detailed in all areas with pinpoint 
definition. The surfaces are also very clean, being devoid of 
any meaningful abrasions. The only reason this coin does 
not grade higher is a lack of luster. Toned an even gray over 
both sides. According to the September Population Report 
there have only been 28 coins certified in this grade. 

5430 PCGS 1853 Arrows and Rays MS 63. The underlying 
brightness of the mint luster has been partially subdued by 
the several layers of medium gray and rose toning. Well 
struck and problem-free, this is a choice example of this 
important one-year type coin. Only 32 pieces have been so 
graded by PCGS (9/92). Trends $4600 (9/14). 

5431 PCGS 1854-0 Arrows MS 64. Normal Date (54 touch). 

The 1854-0 is the most common date of the Rays type and 
for collectors it has an added boon: a mintmark from a 
scarcer mint. While we say this is the most common date of 
the type, in reality it is not common at all in the strict sense 
of the word, as only 23 coins have been so graded by PCGS 

(9/92). This piece shows excellent luster characteristics and 
is toned in swirling, somewhat irregular sweeps of color on 
each side, mostly a deep blue and gray with an undertone of 
golden. Well struck throughout with no mentionable defects 
on the surfaces. 

5432 PCGS 1855-0 Arrows MS 64. Breen-4861. Repunched 
55, as such a rare item. This is a very attractive example of 
an Arrows half. The mint luster is simply outstanding, being 
thick and creamy in texture, and the surfaces show only the 
tiniest imperfections. Light in color and well struck 
throughout with only localized weakness noted on the 
eagle’s leg. One of only 14 pieces to have been so graded by 
PCGS (8/92) with 11 in higher grades. 

5433 PCGS 1858 MS 62. Medium density toning on both sides 
and very few marks for a coin in this grade. There is a 
remnant of an ear her punched 8 within the lower loop of the 
final 8, unlisted as such in Breen. 

5434 PCGS 1859-S MS 63. A very scarce half in high grades. 
This is a sparkling mint state piece that shows a few 
scattered abrasions but is really quite choice with 
completely defined features and subtle obverse toning. 
Trends $2150 (9/14). 

5435 PCGS 1861 MS 64. Fully struck throughout with pinpoint 
stinking details on the stars and head of Liberty. Both sides 
are toned a gray-olive with strong mint luster and only the 
tiniest abrasions apparent. 1861 is one of the more 
affordable No Motto halves, but still only 19 coins have been 
so graded by PCGS (8/92) with 9 in higher grades. 

5436 PCGS 1865 MS 62. A fully struck example of this scarce 
Civil War issue that has light silvery-gray centers that 
deepen toward the rims. 

5437 PCGS 1866 MS 64. Untoned surfaces that are highly 
lustrous. The features are very sharply struck and there are 
only a few minor scrapes and bruises to account for the 
grade. A low population issue with only 6 pieces having been 
so graded with 4 in higher grades, according to the 
September Population Report. 

5438 PCGS 1875-S MS 62. Good luster and just the lightest bit of 
color with an uneven strike. 


5439 PCGS 1879 MS 63. Fully struck throughout with an 
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5427 PCGS 1847-0 AU 58. Sharply struck with deep, original 
toning. Scarce in mint state. Trends $280 in AU 50, $775 i 
MS 60(8/24). 
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attractive blend of cartwheel luster and prooflikeness in the 
fields. Nicely toned as well. A low mintage year with only 
4,800 business strikes produced but apparently saved in 
rather large numbers as 48 MS 63 coins have been so 
graded by PCGS (9/92). 

5440 PCGS 1879 MS 64. Another attractive semi-prooflike 1879 
half. Similar to the MS 63 above with the cartwheel and 
partiallv reflective fields, but this piece has a bit more zip to 
it. Each side has light golden toning and the mint luster is 
quite intense. There are no distracting marks on either side 
to interrupt the considerable overall eye appeal of this coin. 
According to the September Population Report there have 
been 47 MS 64 coins graded of this popular, low mintage 
issue. 

5441 PCGS 1879 MS 65. And finally, a full blown gem of this 
popular, low mintage issue, of which only 4800 pieces were 
struck. Of that number 22 coins have been graded by PCGS 
(9/92) in MS 65 condition. The surfaces of this coin are 
unparalleled in terms of sheer eye appeal. The fields show 
the often-seen mixture of cartwheel luster and prooflikeness 
that is so attractive. Sharply struck and showing only the 
most insignificant abrasions, both sides also have attractive 
peripheral toning. 

5442 PCGS 1884 MS 63. A very rare, low mintage half dollar that 
is seldom seen in any grade. Only 4,400 pieces were struck 
and to date (9/92) only 12 coins have been certified by PCGS 
in this grade. The fields are prooflike and the devices fully 
struck with bright violet toning over both sides and an 
outline of blue at the margins. 

5443 NGC 1884 MS 66. Amazingly, a second example of this 
highly coveted, low mintage issue from the 1880s. The 
surfaces are stunning with delicate toning over both sides 
and smooth, lustrous fields that show no hint of reflectivity. 
Only 1 other coin has been so graded by NGC (8/92) with 1 
in an even higher grade. Sure to generate much interest by 
collectors and dealers alike. 

5444 PCGS 1891 MS 61. Toned. 


PROOF LIBERTY SEATED HALVES 

5445 PCGS 1859 PR 64. One of the less available proof No 
Motto halves, not because the original mintage of proofs 
was low (800). but because so many were melted as unsold 
at year’s end. This coin is deeply mirrored in the fields and 
shows an exciting array of deep rainbow toning over both 
sides with a few scattered hairlines here and there. One of 
only 20 pieces that have been so graded by PCGS (9/92). 

5446 PCGS 1863 PR 63. Deeply reflective with mottled blue. gray, 
and rose patina. 

5447 PCGS 1870 PR 65. A deeply toned example of this early 
With Motto half dollar. One of only 9 pieces that have been 
certified in this grade of this date according to the 
September PCGS Population Report. 

5448 PCGS 1872 PR 62. Toned. 

5449 PCGS 1874 Arrows PR 63. The toning over each side tends 
to conceal the light hairlining that is responsible for the 
grade of the coin. Scarce two-year type coin. 

5450 PCGS 1879 PR 64. Attractively toned with bright, 
reflective fields. Scarce as a business strike, making the 
proofs all the more valuable. 

5451 PCGS 1881 PR 63. The deeply reflective fields unfortunately 
show the several flaws on the surfaces of this piece. Pale 
peripheral color. 

5452 PCGS 1883 PR 65. Attractive two-toned surfaces 
displaying a light golden-violet coloration across the obverse 
and about the reverse periphery. Popular low total mintage 


date and one of 24 pieces graded PR 65 by PCGS (9/92). 

5453 PCGS 1889 PR 63. Deeply reflective mirrored fields on each 
side and bright, untoned surfaces overall with just a touch 
of light peripheral color. 


BARBER HALF DOLLARS 

5454 NGC 1892 MS 65. Fully struck and showing good luster 
characteristics (as usual) with a dusting of light, even 
toning over both sides. A nice, problem-free example of this 
popular first year of issue. 

5455 PCGS 1893-0 MS 63. Just a couple of small ticks on the 
cheek of Liberty are all that keep this coin from grading 
higher. Toned in deep, multi-colored shades on each side. 
Scarcer early issue. 

5456 PCGS 1895-S MS 64. Although lightly toned, the underlying 
sparkle of the mint luster is irrepressible on this attractive, 
upper-end coin. A scarce issue as well with only 6 pieces 
having been so graded by PCGS (9/92). As a matter of fact, 
very few pre-1905 issues of Barber halves break into double 
digits in MS 64 condition. 

5457 NGC 1904 MS 64. Fully struck and mostly brilliant still 
although there is a dusting of light golden-brown patina 
over both sides. 

5458 PCGS 1909-0 MS 64. A very pleasing upper-end coin 
whose centers are brilliant while being ringed at the 
margins by narrow bands of rainbow iridescence. Very clean 
for the grade, this is an impressive example of this popular 
mintmarked issue. One of only 9 pieces that have been so 
graded by PCGS (9/92). Priced at $2750 on the CDN 
Monthly for August. 

5459 PCGS 1912-D MS 63. Very well struck and lustrous under a 
layer of speckled silvery-gray and golden toning. 

5460 PCGS 1915-D MS 65. Final year of issue for the Barber 
design and sought after as such by some type collectors. As 
usual, the surfaces have thick mint frost (perhaps another 
reason this date is so popular' with type collectors ) and the 
strike, while not full in the centers, has pinpoint definition 
toward the rims. Lightly toned. One of only 9 MS 65 coins 
graded as such by PCGS (9/92). 

5461 PCGS 1915-S MS 60. Gray and golden toning, deeper of the 
obverse highpoints. 


PROOF BARBER HALVES 

5462 NGC 1893 PR 63. Deeply mirrored with a light haze of 
golden-rose color. 

5463 PCGS 1894 PR 67. An enchanting proof half that is not 
only technically perfect and hairline-free but also has the 
most attractive color imaginable, giving the coin strong eye 
appeal and great visual beauty. The obverse has central 
brilliance and is surrounded at the edges by a deep 
olive-green while the reverse is almost two-thirds brilliant 
with deep blue-violet patina at the bottom. One of only 7 
pieces to have been so graded by PCGS (9/92) with none 
finer. 

5464 PCGS 1900 PR 63. Rather darkly toned but still showing 
excellent reflectivity in the fields. 

5465 PCGS 1902 PR 65. For those of you who are partial to 
originally toned coins, take special note of this one. This 
piece is toned in multiple shades of blue, rose, and golden 
among other colors. The mirror like intensity of the proof 
fields flashes forcefully off the surfaces and enlivens the 
patina, giving this deeply toned coin much more life and 
sparkle than it would have if it were a business strike. A 
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most attractive gem proof Barber half. 

5466 PCGS 1903 PR 62. Watery surfaces struck in full detail and 
displaying light golden-violet toning about the borders. 

5467 PCGS 1903 PR 63. Deep mottled toning. 

5468 PCGS 1903 PR 64. The obverse has deep mottled toning 
while the reverse is a more uniform smokey-gray color. 

Nicely mirrored and a clean, problem-free coin. 

5469 PCGS 1907 PR 66. At arm’s length and away from a 
light this coin doen’t really look like much. But when it is 
placed beneath a light the surfaces jump to life with a wild 
splash of rainbow iridescence. The deeply mirrored fields 
intensify this effect and the coin is just an awe-inspiring 
proof. One of only 11 pieces to have been so graded by PCGS 
19/92), this certainly has to be one of the most colorful and 
visually appealing of these few surviving high grade pieces. 

5470 PCGS 1908 PR 68. Splashes of golden-russet and violet 
iridescence on the obverse, with deep gray-gold and blue 
toning over most of the reverse. A superb, hairline-free 
specimen, one of just two PR 68 examples graded of this 
date by PCGS 19/92). 

5471 PCGS 1912 PR 64. Bright rose tinted surfaces with 
deeply reflective, mirrored pools in the fields. A lovely proof 
type coin with superior eye appeal. 

5472 PCGS 1914 PR 62. Deeply mirrored and almost untoned. 


WALKING LIBERTY HALF DOLLARS 

5473 PCGS 1918 MS 63. Fully struck with booming mint frost. 
Brilliant and lightly bagmarked. quite an attractive early 
Walker. 

5474 PCGS 1918-D MS 64. The silvery-gray obverse is 
struck well above average and displays a splash of 
golden-russet color in the field to the left. Satiny and 
untoned on the reverse. A very difficult issue to locate in 
upper grades and virtually impossible any finer. PCGS 
population: 28 coins (8/92). 

5475 PCGS 1918-S MS 63. The lustrous surfaces are intensified 
by die striations in the fields that add even more life to the 
coin. The only thing that keeps this half from grading 
higher is a slight softness of strike in the centers. 

5476 PCGS 1921 -D MS 63. A fully struck example of this 
rare, key date Walker. Almost untoned, the surfaces show 
only the slightest obverse color and there are just a few 
minor abrasions that keep the coin in the MS 63 class. Still, 
this is an attractive, solid mint state coin that should fit 
nicely into an advanced set of Walkers. 

5477 PCGS 1928-S MS 63. Nicely toned on the obverse with an 
almost completely brilliant reverse. Bright lustrous surfaces 
and reasonably well struck for this difficult issue. 

5478 NGC 1928-S MS 64. A scarce issue from the 1920s that 
shows some light golden color around the rims. Soft 
detailing in the centers but well struck on Liberty’s head. 
One of 44 pieces to have been so graded by NGC (8/92). 

5479 PCGS 1934 MS 65. Razor sharp and toned a light gold. 

5480 PCGS 1934 MS 65. Fully struck and lightly toned. 

5481 PCGS 1934 MS 67. An impeccable quality specimen that 
displays shimmering mint brilliance and a crescent of pale 
golden obverse toning. 

5482 NGC 1934-D MS 64. Fully struck with a light layer of color 
over each side. 

5483 NGC 1934-S MS 64. Complete, pinpoint striking details 
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with peripheral toning. 

5484 PCGS 1935 MS 66. Intense luster with very subtle pastel 
toning about the obverse border. 

5485 PCGS 1935 MS 66. Fully struck and virtually flawless with 
just a touch of light color on each side. 

5486 PCGS 1935 MS 66. Very subtle peripheral color with 
superior luster and overall surfaces. 

5487 NGC 1935-D MS 64. Lustrous and untoned. 

5488 PCGS 1935-S MS 66. This is a very scarce and highly 
desirable date to locate in MS 66 condition. It is an 
impressive coin as well. The surfaces are heavily frosted 
with just the lightest bit of color on each side and a very 
strong strike with excellent detail on the hand, skirt lines, 
and head area.

Satiny and sharp, with some 
occasional golden color on the reverse. 

5491 PCGS 1936-D MS 65. Both sides are covered in a speckled 
golden-rose toning. 

5492 PCGS 1936-D MS 66. Full, medal-like striking qualities on 
every feature of this coin. Lightly toned and nearly flawless 
as well. 

5493 NGC 1936-S MS 64. Razor sharp and just a minor mark on 
Liberty’s face from gem quality.

the strike is pinpoint sharp in all areas. A premium coin in 
all respects. 

5513 PCGS 1940-S MS 65. Quite well struck for this often mushy 
date. Soft green and gold obverse toning, brilliant reverse. 

5514 PCGS 1941 MS 64. lightly toned; PCGS 1942 MS 64. golden 
color; Hallmark 1943 MS 64; and a PCGS 1947 MS 64. 

(Total: 4 coins) 

5515 PCGS 1941 MS 65. Untoned. 

5516 PCGS 1941 MS 66. A near perfect example with 
shimmering, golden-hued surfaces. 

5517 PCGS 1941 MS 67. Superior surfaces in all respects with a 
complete, medal-like strike that reveals every detail 
engraved into the die. Mostly brilliant with a long arc of 
irregular russet toning encircling most of the obverse rim. 

5518 PCGS 1941 MS 67. A pristine, original specimen, mostly 
likely the end coin from an original roll as the reverse 
displays an attractive mottled toning. 

5519 ANACS 1941-D MS 64; NGC 1942-S MS 64. reasonably well 
stnick; ANACS 1946-D MS 63; and a PCGS 1947-D MS 64.

An absolutely stunning type coin whose 
brilliant luster is nothing less than dazzling. The surfaces 
are unexcelled, being fully detailed in all areas and 
seemingly flawless. A very impressive type coin. 

5538 PCGS 1943-S MS 64. A near gem, highly lustrous and just a 
touch of softness in the centers from MS 65 condition. 

5539 PCGS 1943-S MS 65. Bright, satiny luster.

A splendidly preserved example with 
dazzling proof brilliance and noticeable contrast between 
fields and devices. Light mottled patina is visible on either 
side, attesting to the originality of this eye appealing gem.

Mostly brilliant with only a few light 
marks and good luster. At these price levels the 1901-S 
looks like an excellent buy for the advanced collector. Bid at 
$500 on the 9/11 CCDn. 

5943 PCGS 1902 MS 64. Sharply struck with bright satiny luster. 

5944 PCGS 1902 MS 65. Faintly prooflike with light golden 
toning about the devices. 

5945 PCGS 1902 MS 65. Quite bold for the issue and displaying a 
hint of natural silvery-gray toning. 

5946 PCGS 1902-0 MS 66. Spectacularly toned in shades of 
bright olive, rose, and golden-brown. A lovely coin that not 
only is technically correct but also has a strong dose of eye 
appeal. 

5947 PCGS 1902-0 MS 66. A lustrous coin that is still brilliant 
except for a thin ring of golden color at the margins.

5978 PCGS 1889 PR 64. Light russet toning frames the deeply 
mirrored, two-toned surfaces. A pleasing example of this 
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date, which has proven to be one of the more difficult to 
locate in near gem condition. PCGS population: 19 coins 
(8/92). 

5979 PCGS 1891 PR 65. Glittering mirror surfaces that 
exhibit appreciable contrast between fields and devices, 
along with rings of violet and neon-blue toning about the 
borders of either side. Just 650 proofs were originally 
struck. 18 of which have graded PR 65 at PCGS (8/92). 

5980 PCGS 1901 PR 64. A glittering, nearly hairline-free 
specimen, barely toned in soft lilac and golden shades. The 
1901 proof is deserving of a premium due to the scarcity of 
high quality business strikes. 


PEACE DOLLARS 

5981 PCGS 1921 MS 65. This is one of the finest 1921 Peace 
dollars we have seen in quite a while. It is completely 
original and shows golden-gray patina over both sides with 
an underlying rose color that adds even more vibrancy to 
the already highly lustrous surfaces.

5983 PCGS 1922-D MS 64. six coins, all untoned specimens 
displaying a strong strike and minimal abrasions. (Total: 6

5984 PCGS 1922-D MS 64. Frosty and untoned. 

5985 PCGS 1922-D MS 64. Brilliant. 

5986 PCGS 1922-D^MS 65. Fully struck in all areas with bright, 
sparkling luster. Moderately scarcer date. 

5987 PCGS 1922-D MS 65. A splendid, fully white specimen that 
exceeds the vast majority of 1922-D dollars seen in both 
quality and eye appeal. 

5988 PCGS 1922-D MS 65. A second high grade specimen, also 
especially frosty and free of surface marks.

6065 PCGS 1850-0 AU 50. The scarcest Type One New Orleans 
mint gold dollar and quite an underrated issue. This piece 
has bright surfaces, is fully struck, and shows a few minor, 
scattered abrasions. Trends $850 (8/31). 

6066 PCGS 1850-0 AU 50. Bright yellow-gold surfaces. Of the 
14,000 pieces struck, most remain in VF to XF condition. 

6067 PCGS 1853-0 MS 61. The ’53-0 is one of the more available 
New Orleans gold dollars and is even moderately obtainable 
in mint state condition. PCGS has certified 17 coins in MS 
61 according to their September Population Report. This 
piece is fully struck with adequate luster and only a few 
scattered abrasions. Trends $625 in MS 60, $2250 in MS 63 
(9/21). 

6068 NGC 1853-0 MS 61. Bright greenish-gold surfaces. A high_ 
grade, vet affordable New Orleans gold dollar. Trends $625 
in MS 60(9/24).

6076 PCGS 1873 Open 3 MS 61. Sharply struck. The more 
common of the two varieties of the year. 

6077 NGC 1877 MS 60. A well struck coin that has the deep 
prooflike fields as often seen on gold dollars of this date. 

The surfaces are peppered with numerous small abrasions 
that tend to be unfairly magnified by the depth of the 
reflective fields.

As is often the case, this coin has bright 
prooflike fields, not quite deep enough to be mistaken for a 
proof as sometimes happens, but reflective enough to give 
the coin a cameoed appearance with the thick frost on the 
devices. There are no obvious abrasions and in fact, the only 
blemish anywhere that we can find is a tiny planchet flake 
out of the upper reverse field.

A superb example 
of this final year gold dollar. 


6069 PCGS 1854 Type One AU 58. Sharply struck and displaying 
only a bit of light friction on the highest points. 

6070 PCGS 1859-D XF 45. The 1859-D is a very scarce gold 
dollar, yet paradoxically, it is not one of the rarest gold 
dollars from the Dahlonega mint. It is occasionally available 
in high grade, but all specimens exhibit very weak details in 
the centers, especially the date area, and so it is with this 
coin. The surfaces are clean enough, though, and once one 
overlooks the deficiency in strike, this is really quite a nice 
example of this issue. Trends $1100 in XF 40, $2150 inAU 
50(9/21). 

6071 PCGS 1860-S MS 61. A very scarce and conditionally 
rare gold dollar that is very elusive in strict mint state. The 
few high grade examples that do exist of this mintmarked 
dollar are, for the most part, locked up in major gold 
collections and few ever enter the marketplace. This is a 
sharply defined piece that has good luster for the grade and 
subtle rose and steely-blue color on each side. Only 1 other 
coin has been so graded by PCGS (9/92) with 4 in higher 
grades, the best being MS 63. Trends $3250 in MS 60, $6500 
in MS 63(9/21). 

6072 PCGS 1862 MS 61. Breen-6074. Doubled Die obverse. Die 
clashing visible on either side. 

6073 PCGS 1867 AU 55. Prooflike luster is evident in the 
protected areas. One of 5,250 pieces struck and scarcer than 
most of the later issues with slightly lower mintages. 

6074 NGC 1867 AU 58. A scarce, low mintage gold dollar that 
just misses mint state. This piece is well struck for the issue 
and shows the usually seen die clash marks in the fields, 
which are semi-prooflike with a mixture of cartwheel and 
prooflikeness. Trends $650 in AU 50, $1250 in MS 60 (9/21). 

6075 PCGS 1870 XF 40. The surfaces exhibit minor scuffiness 


PROOF ONE-DOLLAR GOLD PIECE 

6081 PCGS 1860 PR 65. While the 1860 gold dollar is the most 
available proof issue prior to 1882. it is nevertheless a very 
scarce coin. The mintage was an inexplicably large one with 
154 proofs struck, but many of these were melted as unsold 
at year’s end. It is estimated that today perhaps 25-30 
specimens may still exist in all grades but only a handful 
qualify as gems. Only 2 other PR 65 coins have been 
certified by PCGS 19/92) and none have been graded by 
NGC. This is a beautiful, deeply mirrored cameo proof 
whose only flaw seems to be a small area of planchet 
roughness on the upper reverse just to the right of the 1 in 
the denomination. 


EARLY QUARTER EAGLE 

6082 PCGS 1831 MS 63. The 1831 is obviously a rare coin in the 
strictest sense, and even in terms relative to this series it is 
a significant date. It is comparable in rarity to the 1830 and 
1832 and only a couple of handfuls of mint state pieces exist 
today with several in the XF-AU grade range. This coin is 
typical for the issue with an excellent strike, flashy 
prooflike fields, and a very appealing yellow-gold color with 
just a touch of orange. PCGS has only certified 4 coins in 
this grade according to their September Population Report 
and another 5 are graded higher. This is a very appealing 
example that has very few marks on either side and may 
remind some of coins that reside in MS 64 holders. Trends

LIBERTY QUARTER EAGLES 

6083 PCGS 1843-D XF 45. Small Mintmark. Arguably the most 
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easily obtainable of all Dahlonega quarter eagles and also 
one of the best produced dates. As such it is a very popular 
date with type collectors, but can be quite elusive (and 
expensive) when pursued in AU and mint state condition. 
This is an especially well struck coin, only showing slight 
evidence of wear from 15 points of circulation. The fields 
and devices are free from the usual distracting handling 
marks found on an XF coin. Perfect for a type piece. Trends 
$ 1075 in XF 40, $3100 in AU 50 (9/21). 

6084 PCGS 1843-0 AU 50. The surfaces are a bright 
greenish-gold and. other than a touch of weakness in the 
shield, are quite well struck. Fairly scarce as an AU. 

6085 NGC 1856 MS 65. While not a rare date per se. this coin 
has the charm that any gold coin in gem condition possesses 
when dated prior to 1861. Very few mint state quartet- 
eagles exist from the 1840s and 1850s, their scarcity being 
roughly equivalent to the No Motto fives and tens of the 
same era, although not quite as scarce. The quarter eagles 
are quite underappreciated by the collecting public, though, 
and can often be purchased at a modest premium over their 
post-1900 counterparts. This is a well struck piece whose 
only weakness is on the leg of the eagle (as usual). Superb 
luster and showing rich reddish-gold color. This is the only 
gem certified by NGC 18 92), and PCGS (9/92) has only 
graded 1 also with 1 in MS 66. 

6086 PCGS 1857-S VF 35. Bright yellow-gold surfaces exhibiting 
nearly complete XF detail. Trends $170 in VF 20 and $475 
inXF 40 (9/21). 

6087 NGC 1860-C XF 40. As the final Charlotte mint quarter 
eagle, the 1860-C has always been a favorite of collectors. It 
was also a poorly produced issue with an ill-defined eagle 
and numerous planchet problems. This piece is not as weak 
as many on the eagle, but there are several shallow planchet 
depressions on each side. Lightly abraded with original 
greenish-gold color, this is an affordable grade for this 
scarce and undervalued issue. Trends $1800 (9/21). 

6088 PCGS 1862/1 XF 45. While new discoveries of this overdate 
are still being made each year, it remains a rare and elusive 
issue with a population of perhaps only a couple dozen coins 
in all grades. It remains unknown in mint condition and 
even AU coins are very rare. This is a pleasing, problem-free 
example that is sharply detailed, minimally abraded, and 
possessing a rich reddish-gold color. With a magnifier the 
underdigit is plainly visible on the left side of the 2. Trends 
$2100 in XF 40, $6250 in AU 50 (9/21). 

6089 PCGS 1866-S VF 30. A pleasing, evenly worn specimen, 
tinted a light rose in the protected areas. This date is most 
often seen in well used condition. Trends $425 in VF 20 and 
$1,000 in XF 40 (9/21). 

6090 NGC 1867-S AU 53. A very scarce S-mint quarter eagle 
and one that virtually unobtainable any finer than AU with 
only a single MS coin certified to date (9/92). This coin 
shows the diagnostic weakness on the eagle’s leg, and there 
is a considerable amount of luster still remaining with a few 
scuffs here and there. Trends $2300 in AU 50, unlisted any 
finer. 

6091 AN ACS 1870-S XF 45. A scarce issue that is quite difficult 
in AU or mint state. This is a reasonably well defined coin 
with significant remnants of prooflikeness still in the fields. 
Trends $500 in XF 40, $900 in AU 50 (8/31). 

6092 PCGS 1873 Closed 3 AU 50. The scarcer of the two varieties 
of this year with an educated guess of the surviving 
population being somewhere around two dozen coins. In the 
late 1950s Harry X Boosel turned up a document in the 
National Archives showing that only 1.600 of this variety 
were minted. This is a well struck coin with deep 
orange-gold color and only minor, scattered abrasions. 
Trends $425 and worth every penny of it. 

6093 PCGS 1873 Open 3 MS 63. Clean surfaces with excellent 
sharpness of detail in the tell-tale areas. The more common 


of the two 1873 varieties, but many times scarcer than later 
issues in comparable grade. PCGS population: 19 coins 
(8/92). 

6094 PCGS 1873-S XF 40. Lustrous surfaces that are suggestive 
of an AU grade. Trends $565 (9/21). 

6095 PCGS 1878 MS 62. Sharply struck with lovely rose tinted 
accents around the peripheries. 

6096 PCGS 1880 AU 50. Boldly detailed with plenty of remaining 
mint luster. Low mintage date, one of 2,996 pieces struck. 
Trends $610 (9/21). 

6097 PCGS 1889 MS 60. A scarcer late date Coronet quarter 
eagle with an impressively low mintage of only 17,600 
pieces. This is a coin that has full mint luster and deep 
reddish-gold color. 

6098 PCGS 1894 MS 62. Lustrous and well struck with a few 
minor field scuffs. A popular, low mintage issue with only 
4,000 pieces minted and only 13 certified in MS 62 by PCGS 
(9/92). 

6099 PCGS 1894 MS 63. Another scarce, late date P-mint quarter 
eagle. The mintage of this issue was a mere 4.000 pieces 
and. as a result, examples are quite popular with collectors 
and investors alike. This is a fully struck coin with reflective 
fields and pronounced reddish color throughout. 

6100 PCGS 1903 MS 66. A stunning type coin that is virtually 
flawless. The surfaces have bright mint frost and show a 
couple of faint reddish-coppery stains on each side (from 
improper mixture of the gold/copper alloy) and all features 
are fully struck. 

6101 PCGS 1904 AU 58. Nice slider. 

6102 ANACS 1905 AU 55. Sharp strike. 


PROOF LIBERTY QUARTER EAGLES 

6103 PCGS 1862 PR 64. A very rare proof issue with an 
original output of only 35 coins, of which perhaps only 12-18 
individual specimens survive today, making this date a 
major rarity among proof quarter eagles. The extreme rarity 
of this date has gone largely unnoticed by many gold 
enthusiasts, perhaps the most logical explanation being its 
chronological proximity to the ultra-rare, proof-only 1863. 
Only 2 other coins have been so graded by PCGS (9/92) with 
1 in PR 65 condition. This is a heavily contrasted, cameoed 
coin that has deep orange-gold color. The only surface flaw 
we can find that would also serve to identify this coin for 
pedigree purposes is a series of five tiny planchet flakes out 
of the left obverse field that at first glance look like milling 
marks. 

6104 PCGS 1901 PR 66. A stunning little cameo, exhibiting 
stark contrast between the heavily frosted devices and the 
unfathomably deep reflective fields. Even the slightest 
hairline is virtually non-existent. This truly captivating 
proof quarter eagle was struck from a comparatively high 
mintage of 223 coins, only 8 of which have attained PR 66 
status from PCGS (8/92). 


INDIAN QUARTER EAGLES 

6105 NGC 1908 MS 62. Good luster and a clean coin for the grade 
but even a bit weaker at the top of the eagle’s wing than 
usual. 

6106 PCGS 1911 AU 53. 

6107 NGC 1911 MS 63. Full strike. 

6108 NGC 1911-D MS 60. The reverse fields show a few 
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pinscratches but the coin is fully lustrous and sharply 
defined in all areas. A rare, key date issue and quite scarce 
in strict mint state condition. Trends $3400 (9/21). 

6109 PCGS 1914 MS 61. Sharply struck with subtly variegated 
color. 

6110 NGC 1914 MS 62. A satiny yellow-gold example. 

6111 PCGS 1914-D MS 62. A nice example of this scarcer issue. 

6112 NGC 1925-D MS 61. 

6113 PCGS 1925-D MS 63. Superior luster characteristics and 
accented with a deep reddish patina on each side. 


THREE-DOLLAR GOLD PIECES 

6114 PCGS 1863 MS 60. A scarce issue with only 5.000 pieces 
minted and of that number probably no more than 18-20 
mint state coins are known. This piece is typical for the 
issue with thick satiny luster, attractive reddish color, and 
die clashing in the fields. There are a few pinprick abrasions 
on each side that account for the grade. Trends $3100 
(9/21). 

6115 PCGS 1866 MS 63. This date has been compared to the 
1863 (by Akers) but is. in fact, quite a bit scarcer, especially 
in the better grades of uncirculated. This is a lovely coin 
whose striated fields give the piece a semi-reflective quality. 
The strike is quite strong and there are no obvious or 
distracting marks on either side. The coin does, in fact, 
suggest an even higher grade. Only 1 other piece has been 
so graded by PCGS (9/92) with 4 in higher grade (all MS 
64). Trends $8050 (9/21). 

6116 NGC 1868 MS 61. The 1868 is not a date of overwhelming 
rarity, and can, in fact, be used as a type coin if one does not 
want one of the three most common dates in the series. This 
piece has slightly frosted surfaces with a hint of reflectivity 
in the fields. It is lightly abraded on each side and the color 
is not distinctive, being a medium yellow-gold. Trends $2900 
in MS 60, $8000 in MS 63 (9/21). 

6117 PCGS 1878 MS 60. Fully lustrous with a few scattered 
abrasions that account for the grade. A nice mint state 
example of this unusual and popular denomination. 


EARLY HALF EAGLES 

6118 PCGS 1804 XF 40. Small 8 Over Large 8. B. 1-A. A 
pleasing, moderately circulated example of this unusual 
early half eagle. The 180 was originally punched with 
punches for the eagle and then corrected with the half eagle 
punch. A clean coin with light orange-gold color with just a 
tinge of olive in the fields. 

6119 PCGS 1810 Large Date, Large 5 MS 62. Lustrous and 
well struck in all areas. The surfaces are quite clean overall, 
the coin being downgraded primarily because of a few 
shallow adjustment marks that run diagonally across the 
face of Liberty. We mention these for the sake of accuracy, 
but they really have very little visual impact and distract 
hardly at all from the overall eye appeal of the coin. A few 
mint state pieces exist of this date, apparently from an old 
hoard, with this being one of 12 coins to have been so 
graded by PCGS (8/92) with 10 in higher condition. 

6120 PCGS 1811 AU 58. Small 5. Excellent overall 
appearance with almost complete, unbroken mint luster in 
the fields. There are a couple of minor contact marks, but 
die clashing is apparent on each side which gives the 
illusion of the coin having more out-of-the-mint problems 
than it actually does. Sharply struck. Trends $2650 in AU 
50, $5650 in MS 60 (8/31). 


6121 ANACS 1830 Small 5D MS 61. Beginning in 1829. half 
eagles were struck in a close collar. This new method of 
manufacture gave the coins a more precise, less expansive 
look, and qualifies them as a separate and collectible type. 
The 1830 is a rare member of this short-lived type. Akers 
has compared the 1830 to the 1831 and 1834 Plain 4, and it 
is more rare than the 1833. This is a pleasing example that 
has a bright olive-gold color. The reverse is semi-reflective 
and the coin is well struck throughout. Trends $15,250 in 
MS 60, $35,500 in MS 63 (9/21). 

6122 PCGS 1834 Classic Plain 4 MS 63. Frosty green-gold 
surfaces that, although a trifle soft on the highest points, 
exhibit better than average sharpness for the issue. This 
first year date, like all Classic fives, is quite scarce in mint 
state and especially so at the select level. One of just 5 
specimens so graded by PCGS (8/92). 

6123 NGC 1838 AU 53. A sharply struck example of this scarcer 
Classic five. Marred only by a vertical scratch in the lower 
left reverse field. 


LIBERTY HALF EAGLES 

6124 PCGS 1840 AU 50. Narrow Mill. A scarce date that is 
similar to the 1839 and seldom seen in AU or better 
condition. Well struck with clean surfaces and medium 
golden color. Trends $1550 (8/31). 

6125 PCGS 1842-D Small Date XF 40. Bright green-gold surfaces 
that are well struck throughout but are hampered by a few 
scattered marks. A scarce Dahlonega issue, although the 
more common of the two varieties. Trends $1,300 (9/21). 

6126 PCGS 1843-D XF 40. One of the more common D-mint half 
eagles, this is a nice coin for the grade with no marks of any 
consequence, just even wear over the highpoints of the 
design. Trends $950 (9/21). 

6127 NGC I845-D AU 53. Like the 1843-D above, this is 
another somewhat common date, but it is certainly rare 
above XF. The strike on this piece is especially sharp in all 
areas and the surfaces are bright and show good remaining 
luster. A lovely type coin. Trends $2650 in AU 50 (9/21). 

6128 NGC 1846 XF 40. Large Date. Well struck with a fair 
amount of luster remaining. 

6129 NGC 1847 AU 50. A sharply struck example of this common 
date No Motto five. Bright reddish-golden patina surrounds 
the devices. 

6130 NGC 1847/7 XF 40. A scarcer variety of this otherwise 
common date. The 7 in the date shows traces of a previously 
punched 7 slightly above. Well struck and generally a 
problem-free coin. 

6131 ANACS 1848-C AU 55. An exceptionally pleasing and 
problem-free example of this somewhat common Charlotte 
half eagle. Extensively circulated as an issue, high grade 
examples such as this one are quite elusive despite the 
rather hefty mintage of 64,472 pieces. We cannot 
overemphasize the overall beauty and clarity of the surfaces 
on this lovely coin. It simply must be seen to be fully 
appreciated. Trends $3700 in AU 50, $12,500 in MS 60 
(9/21). 

6132 PCI 1849-D AU 55. Cleaned or Polished. Although more 
than 39,000 pieces were minted, this is a very rare 
Dahlonega half eagle. Akers compares it to the 1848-D and 
1850-D. The vast majority of known specimens are in the 
VF and XF grade range with only a handful of AU pieces 
known. This is a well struck coin whose only detracting 
feature seems to be the light hairlining on each side. Trends 
$4100 inAU 50 (9/21). 

6133 NGC I851-D AU 50. One of the more easily obtainable 
D-mint fives but quite difficult in AU condition. A few 
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scattered abrasions but overall a pleasing, problem-free 
coin. B-6594 variety with the first 1 in the date clearly 
repunched. 

6134 PCGS 1855-C XT 45. Numerous light abrasions on each 
side and showing good color and a decent strike. A scarce 
Charlotte issue that is quite elusive above VF condition, and 
especially difficult as a non-salt water coin. Trends $1750 in 
XF 40. $4500 in AU 50 (8/31). 


6145 ANACS 1881-CC XF 40. A very scarce Carson City five 
and one that has received little recognition over the years. 
The original mintage was 13,886 pieces, a low but hardly 
impressive mintage by gold coin standards of the era. Yet 
this date is seldom available in any condition and very rare 
above XF. Trends $1500 (9/21). 

6146 PCGS 1885 MS 62. Sharply struck with bright, 
reddish-golden mint luster. 


6135 NGC 1857-C AU 53. A very scarce Charlotte half eagle that 
is very rare in AU or mint state. There may be no more them 
7-8 pieces known in AU, making this a mid R-7 issue in that 
grade. This piece has bright surfaces with a few small 
bagging marks and quite a decent strike. Trends $3150 in 
AU 50, $8000 in MS 60 (8/31). 

6136 PCGS 1860-D XF 45. A scarce, low mintage half eagle 
with only 14,635 pieces struck. Akers compares this issue to 
the Dahlonega half eagles of the 1855 to 1859 period, but it 
is probably a bit less rare than most of those. As an issue, 
the 1860-D is almost always seen with a flat strike, but this 
is a remarkably well detailed coin. The only area of 
noticeable softness is on the eagle’s neck feathers. The 
fields are bright and free from any serious post-striking 
impairments. Trends $1950 in XF 40, $4100 in AU 50 
(9/21). 

6137 PCGS 1860-D AU 50. A very choice example of this scarce 
and seldom seen late date Dahlonega five. The surfaces are 
quite clean and have taken on a rich orange-gold hue that is 
even more pronounced over the highpoints of the design. 
Usually seen flatly struck, this piece is better defined than 
most with only slight softness seen on the neck of the eagle. 
Trends $4100 (8/31). 

6138 PCGS 1861 MS 62. Fully struck with lovely rose and 
steely-blue tinted luster. 

6139 ANACS 1861 -S XF 40. An exceptionally difficult issue to 
locate in any condition, Akers ranked the ’61-S in the top 
10% of the series in rarity. It is, as well, a condition rarity, 
with the finest known specimen being an NGC AU 50. This 
is a pleasing enough coin with somewhat bright surfaces 
and well struck on the obverse with slightly soft reverse 
details. This is an opportunity that comes around very 
seldom for the No Motto specialist and is one that should be 
carefully considered by anyone interested in this challenging 
series. Trends $5650 (9/21). 


6147 NGC 1886-S MS 63. Sharply struck. 

6148 NGC 1888-S AU 55. A scarce and underrated date that is 
hardly ever found in strict mint state. Trends $775 in AU 
50, $3000 in MS 60(9/21). 

6149 PCGS 1890-CC MS 60. Fully lustrous and fight in color with 
the only area of softness being on the neck feathers of the 
eagle. Trends $1200 (9/21). 

6150 NGC 1891 AU 58. Well struck with almost complete luster. 
Scarce. 

6151 PCGS 1891-CC MS 61. Sharply defined with scattered bits 
of reddish color here and there. 

6152 NGC 1891-CC MS 61. Frosty and very sharp, displaying 
minimal abrasions for the grade. Trends $850 in MS 60 
(9/21). 

6153 PCGS 1893-CC AU 55. Highly lustrous with only faint 
obverse friction. Trends $585 in AU 50 and $1,750 in MS 60 
(9/21). 

6154 NGC 1893-0 AU 55. Bright, well struck surfaces. A high 
grade example of this scarcer New Orleans five. Trends 
$320 in AU 50 and $1,350 in MS 60 (9/21). 

6155 NGC 1894-0 AU 55. A bright, pleasing AU coin. Scarcer, 
low mintage date. 

6156 PCGS 1895 MS 63. Sharply struck with fight, even reddish 
color. 


6157 PCGS 1898-S MS 61. Bold and satiny, with few appreciable 
marks. Scarce in mint state, being one of just 11 pieces 
graded similarly by PC GS (9/92). Trends $435 in MS 60 


6158 NGC 1899 MS 62. An arm’s length gem, satiny and struck 
in full detail. 


6140 PCGS 1870-S VF 25. A rare and seldom offered S-mint 
five that is a condition rarity above the VF level. This is 
quite a pleasing coin for the grade with spotty charcoal gray 
color on the reverse and showing no distracting contact 
marks on either side. Trends $1275 in VF 20. $3900 in XF 
40(9/21). 

6141 PCGS 1872-S Fine 12. Another very rare S-mint half eagle 
that is virtually unobtainable above the VF level. This is a 
well worn specimen that is perfect for the grade, showing no 
nicks, scratches, or gouges and having a deep reddish tone 
throughout. Trends $195. 

6142 PCGS 1873 Closed 3 XF 45. Evenly worn and free of 
noticeable problems. Trends $245 in XF 40 and $675 in AU 
50(9/21). 

6143 PCI 1873-S Closed 3 VF 30. Surface Damage. A very rare 
With Motto half eagle that is not only a rare issue per se. 
but is also a condition rarity as well. As always the 
mintmark is weak, but it is at least noticeable on this coin. 
The surfaces have been cleaned and roughened by contact 
with numerous other coins in the past. Trends $850 in VF 
20, $3150 inXF 40 (8/31). 


6159 PCGS 1900 MS 64. When you look in the dictionary for the 
term "premium quality” this coin is pictured. What a nice 
type coin. The strike, luster, and overall preservation of the 
surfaces are simply outstanding. A must-see coin. 

6160 NGC 1900-S AU 50. A very scarce date and one that is 
rarely encountered in strict mint state condition. This is a 
pleasing, well struck coin with no mentionable surface 
problems. Trends $285 in AU 50, $950 in MS 60 (9/21). 

6161 PCGS 1900-S AU 58. Lightly abraded and just missing mint 
state status. A surprisingly elusive date, even in average 
uncirculated grade. Trends $285 in AU 50 and $950 in MS 
60(9/21). 

6162 ANACS 1904 MS 63. Sharply struck with nice orange-gold 


INDIAN HALF EAGLES 

6163 NGC 1909-D MS 60. 


6144 ANACS 1878-S VF 35. One of the more available S-mint 
fives from this difficult decade. A trifle soft in the centers 
but a pleasing, problem-free coin. Trends $ 140 in VF 20, 
$275 in XF 40 (9/21). 


6164 NCI 1909-D MS 63/63. Fully struck with fewer than the 
usual number of abrasions for the issue. While 
encapsulated, the coin is not accompanied by a certificate. 
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6165 NGC 1911-S AU 50. A scarce issue in mint condition in spite 
of the hefty mintage of more than 1.4 million pieces. Bright 
surfaces with numerous small abrasions. Trends $300 
19/21). 

6166 PCGS 1913-S XF 40. A nice enough coin for the grade. 

Scarcer issue. 

6167 PCGS 1913-S MS 63. Lustrous and unusually sharp for 
this conditionally rare Indian Head five, with golden-orange 
color in the recessed areas of the obverse. The mintmark is 
quite indistinct, as nearly always. Only 3 examples of the 
1913-S half eagle have been certified as high as MS 63 by 
PCGS (8/92), the present coin, another MS 63 and an MS 
65. Trends $14,500 (9/21). 

6168 PCGS 1916-S MS 63. This issue is conditionally rare 
above the MS 62 level. This is an especially pleasing 
example that is not only fully struck as usual, but also has 
unusually clean, problem-free surfaces. This coin is clearly 
suggestive of an even higher grade and the soft frosted 
luster gives the piece a considerable amount of eye appeal. 

One of only 15 coins to have been so graded by PC GS (9 921 
with only 15 others in higher grades. Trends $5850 (9/21). 

6169 NGC 1929 MS 62. The key date to the five Indian series, 
this is a coin that is rarely seen in any grade. We have been 
fortunate enough to have handled and owned several of 
these rarities over the past five years or so, some as high as 
MS 64. but we cannot remember a coin that had as lovely 
color as does this piece. The soft frosted luster shows a 
subt le variegation of the rose and steely-blue patina that 
gives the piece a definite "eye appeal" far beyond its MS 62 
grade. Sharply struck throughout, there are a few scattered 
abrasions on each side, but these do little to diminish the 
strong visual appeal of this important key date issue. 

Trends $6750 in MS 60, $8950 in MS 63 (9/21).

6170 ANACS 1986-W Statue of Liberty $5 PR 68. A flawless 
cameo. 

6171 ANACS 1988-W Olympic $5 MS 67. Lustrous and seemingly 
perfect. 


EARLY EAGLE 

6172 PCGS 1797 Large Eagle AU 50. B-6835, Arc Star 

Arrangement. This is the first year of the Heraldic Eagle 
design for ten-dollar gold coins, a series that ran until 1804. 
The 1797 is a median issue in the series, not being as rare 
as the 1798, 1800, or 1804 but considerably scarcer than the 
common 1799 and 1801 issues. This is a pleasing coin with 
rather good peripheral detailing and only slight softness in 
the centers. When closely examined, one notices there are a 
few very faint, shallow adjustment marks in the centers, but 
these have no effect on the overall appearance of the coin. 
There are also a couple of curved lint marks on the obverse, 
but again, these are not visually distracting. Overall, a 
pleasing example of this scarce early eagle. Trends $6250 
(9/21). 


LIBERTY EAGLES 

6173 NGC 1841 VF 30. One of the more easily obtainable early 
No Motto tens, this piece has numerous small abrasions on 
each side. Trends $300 in VF 20, $685 in XF 40 (9/211. 

6174 PCGS 1841 VF 35. A rather pleasing coin for the grade with 
good design details and minimal abrasions. 

6175 NGC 1843-0 AU 50. While obtainable in VF and XF 
condition, the 1843-0 is a formidable condition rarity in AU. 


This is an attractive coin with noticeable portions of 
original luster still seen in the more protected areas of the 
devices. There is some central striking weakness but this is 
the only defect we can find on this high-end, problem-free 
example of this rare date. Trends $2000 (9/21). 

6176 PCGS 1849 AU 55. B-6886, Doubled 1 in date, the base of 
the first 1 crosses the upright of the second 1. Well struck in 
the centers with most of the luster remaining. Trends $725 
in AU 50. $4750 in MS 60 (8/31). 

6177 ANACS 1851 XF 40. Numerous light abrasions with a fair 
amount of luster still remaining. Slightly scarce date. 

Trends $515 (8/31). 

6178 PCGS 1852 XF 40. A fair amount of original luster still 
remains and there is a deep outline of rose tinted color 
around the devices. 

6179 PCGS 1852 AU 55. The surfaces exhibit flatness in the 
stars, as nearly always, and scattered abrasions. Mint state 
examples of this No Motto issue are virtually unknown, 
putting this lustrous example at the upper end of surviving 
specimens. Trends $1,300 in AU 50 and $10,000 in MS 60 
(9/21). 

6180 NGC 1854-0 XF 40. Large Date. The Large Date 1854-0 

is REALLY a large date, leaving no doubt about its status. It 
is also several times rarer than the usual Small Date 
variety. This piece is a moderately worn XF that shows no 
large or distracting abrasions but there is an intermittent 
grease stain in the reverse field across the eagle’s neck. 
Attractive reddish color accents the rims on each side. 
Trends $1875 (9/21). 

6181 PCGS 1854-S AU 50. W T hile a more common issue in 
lesser grades, the 1854-S is rare in AU and mint state. This 
is a pleasing coin whose surfaces are clean except for a 
V-shaped cut on the highpoint of the cheek. Sharply struck. 
Trends $2650 (8/31). 

6182 ANACS 1858-0 AU 50. A scarce and all too often 
overlooked issue among No Motto tens. The original 
mintage was 20,000 pieces and the vast majority of 
survivors only grade VF or XF with an AU coin such as this 
being very seldomly encountered. The fields are fully 
prooflike but the mirrored surface tends to unfairly magnify 
the normal number of abrasions on this coin. The devices 
are sharply defined and the color of the coin is a medium 
yellow-gold. Trends $2050 (9/21). 

6183 ANACS 1859 XF 40. A scarce and underrated P-mint No 
Motto ten with a mintage of only 16,093 pieces that is rarely 
seen above XF condition. There are numerous small 
abrasions on each side with tiny remnants of luster around 
the devices. Trends $925 (8/31). 

6184 PCGS 1862 XF 45. The surfaces display rich yellow-gold 
color and retain some prooflike qualities about the devices. 
Low mintage Civil War issue, scarce in all grades. Trends 
$1,400(9/21). 

6185 NGC 1867 AU 50. A very rare P-mint With Motto ten 
with an original mintage of only 3,140 pieces. This issue is 
very rare in any condition with AU coins being 
"prohibitively rare" according to Breen. There are no mint 
state survivors and only 5 coins have been certified in AU by 
both of the major grading services. This is a lightly 
circulated coin that retains considerable reflectivity in the 
fields despite ten points of wear. The only defect we can find 
is a slight softness of strike on the highpoints. Trends 
$12,750(9/21). 

6186 PCGS 1871 -S VF 30. An outstanding rarity and the first 
we can remember having ever sold at public auction. While 
the mintage was a rather unimpressive 16,500 pieces, 
apparently most coins entered circulation and stayed there. 
The few survivors are just about worn out with no mint 
state or AU coins even rumored to exist. This is an original 
piece, and while it may not be the prettiest coin in the sale, 
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it is an 1871-S ten and that in itself is quite a distinction. 
There are a few scattered abrasions on each side, and not 
all of them are small. Yet, the opportunity to purchase this 
coin should not be passed over by the serious collector while 
waiting for a better one. Surviving ’71-S tens are closely 
held in major collections and rarely enter the market. 

Trends $2200 in VF 20, $4550 in XF 40 ) 9/21). 

6187 PCGS 1873 XF 45. An exceedingly rare coin with a 
mintage of only 825 pieces. Akers ranks the 1873 as among 
the five or six rarest dates in the series and says that among 
the P-mint issues only the 1875 is rarer. There are very few 
specimens known in any grade and this coin is tied with 8 
other pieces for second finest known honors and is exceeded 
in condition by only one coin at the AU 50 level. This is a 
sharply struck piece with much of the original prooflike 
surface still remaining and there are really no standout 
marks on the surfaces that would serve to identify this coin 
or help trace its pedigree. Trends $12,500 in XF 40, $25,000 
in AU 50 (9/21). 

6188 PCGS 1878-S VF 35. A very scarce and generally 
unappreciated rarity. The few surviving coins of this issue 
mostly grade VF or XF. This is a moderately abraded piece 
that is certainly original and shows attractive, even 
orange-gold color. Trends $675 in VF 20 and then jumps to 
$1900 in XF 40(9/21). 

6189 NGC 1880 MS 60. Fully lustrous but rather baggy. 

6190 PCGS 1880-0 VF 30. Scarce. 

6191 NGC 1881-S MS 60. Well struck with bright pink mint frost. 
Very rare above MS 60. 

6192 PCGS 1884-CC XF 40. A very rare Carson City eagle 
with an original mintage of only 9,925 pieces. Seldom is the 
’84-CC found any finer than this piece and only a couple of 
mint state coins are alleged to exist. This coin shows the 
diagnostic raised die scratches on the neck of Liberty, the 
fields are slightly reflective, and the surfaces overall are a 
subtle reddish-golden and steely-blue. Trends $1350 (8/31). 

6193 NGC 1885 MS 60. Very scarce in strict mint condition with 
only 8 pieces having been so graded by NGC (8/92) and 4 in 
higher grades. Lustrous and sharply struck with attractive 
pinkish color. Trends $725 (8/31). 

6194 NGC 1886 AU 50. Slightly baggy but showing some 
remaining luster. Scarce. 

6195 PCGS 1886-S MS 61. Original and very sharp, with a minor 
scuff in the left obverse field limiting the grade. 

6196 AN ACS 1887-S MS 60. Pink centers with pronounced olive 
peripheries. Very rare any finer. 

6197 NGC 1887-S MS 61. Rich orange color and not as baggy as 
the MS 60 above. Quite a nice piece for the grade and for all 
intents and purposes unavailable any finer. Trends $365 in 
MS 60. $4200 in MS 63 (9/21). 

6198 PCGS 1888-0 MS 60. Popular low-mintage date. Well 
struck with bright lustrous surfaces. Trends $785 (8/31). 

6199 NGC 1888-S MS 61. Well struck with minimal abrasions for 
the grade. Again, very scarce above this grade. Trends $550 
in MS 60 and a big jump to $3600 in MS 63 (9/21). 

6200 PCGS 1890 AU 55. Lustrous and well struck, this is a very 
respectable grade for this coin as it is virtually non-existent 
in strict mint state. Trends $390 in AU 50, $1900 in MS 60 
(9/21). 

6201 PCGS 1890-CC AU 55. Ultra frosty and very nearly of mint 
state quality. A very pleasing example of this slightly 
scarcer Carson City ten. Trends $600 in AU 50 and $1,450 
in MS 60(9/21). 

6202 PCGS 1891 MS 60. Good color and fully lustrous with a few 


6203 NGC 1891-CC MS 60. Sharply struck with superior luster 
but quite baggy. Trends $800 (9/21). 

6204 NGC 1891-CC MS 61. Sharply struck with attractive 
reddish-coppery color over both sides. 

6205 NGC 1891-CC MS 61. Razor sharp with appealing luster 
and color. Trends $800 in MS 60 (9/21). 

6206 PCGS 1896 MS 61. Well struck with a few handling marks. 
The available coins of this date thins out rapidly above the 
MS 61 grade. 

6207 NGC 1896-S AU 50. Some softness of highpoint detail but 
showing good remaining luster. Only one coin has been 
certified in mint state. Trends $900 (9/21). 

6208 PCGS 1897 MS 62. Fully struck with outstanding luster. 

6209 PCGS 1898-S MS 60. W T ell struck with a few marks on each 
side. Scarce with only 19 pieces having been so graded. 
Trends $525 (9/21). 

6210 NGC 1899-S MS 61. Scarce in strictly uncirculated 
condition. Only 1 other coin has been so graded by NGC 

(8/92) with only 4 in higher grades. This is a fully struck 
coin with good luster characteristics. Trends $450 in MS 60, 
$2500 in MS 63(8/31). 

6211 PCGS 1901 MS 62. Good luster. 

6212 PCGS 1903-0 AU 58. Sharply defined with excellent luster. 


INDIAN EAGLES 

6213 PCGS 1907 No Motto MS 64. A beautiful, upper-end 
example of this popular one year type. As always for this 
date, the luster is thick and satiny and the surfaces have 
taken on a rich orange and yellow-gold color. There are very 
few blemishes on either side, giving the coin the appearance 
of a full gem. Definitely an upper-end coin and worth a 
significant premium as such. Trends $2800 (9/21). 

6214 PCGS 1908 No Motto MS 63. Satin-like surfaces, well 
struck in the centers and exhibting a rich orange-gold color. 
One of just 15 examples of this low mintage issue graded by 
PCGS (8/92). 

6215 PCGS 1910-D MS 63. Well struck with deep reddish-coppery 
color. 


PROOF INDIAN EAGLE 

6216 PCGS 1908 PR 64. This was the first year of issue for 

proofs of the new Saint-Gaudens design. It was also the first 
year the United States used the new matte or sandblast 
finish on proof coins. These pieces are quite rare and very 
desirable and are always sure to generate much interest 
when offered at public auction. This piece has the dark 
khaki finish seen on all matte proof gold coins of 1908, and 
there are a few shiny spots seen on the highpoints of the 
design on each side. Altogether this is a very attractive coin 
that represents an opportunity for the advanced collector to 
add this design and proofing finish to his collection. Only 9 
pieces have been so graded by PCGS (9/92) out of the 
original mintage of 116.

6217 NGC 1852 XF 45. Sharply struck with small bits of luster 


too many abrasions to grade higher. Still, a very scarce coin 
in mint condition. Trends $325 (9/21).

6218 PCGS 1859-0 AU 53. A lustrous yellow-gold example 
with considerable prooflike qualities remaining about the 
devices. As a date, the 1859-0 is among the rarest Type One 
double eagles and ranks in the top half of the elusive New 
Orleans issues. Most surviving examples grades VF or XF at 
best. Trends $14,500 in AU 50 (9/21). 

6219 PCGS 1866-S No Motto VF 25. Final year of the Type One 
design and a very scarce variety in all grades. Original, 
evenly worn surfaces with the usual number and severity of 
abrasions. Trends $1,400 in VF 20 (9/21). 

6220 PCGS 1868-S XF 40. Remarkably clean and problem-free 
surfaces. Somewhat scarcer date. Trends $700 (9/21). 

6221 PCGS 1868-S AU 55. Satiny surfaces, tinted a light rose 
in the centers. A few scattered obverse marks detract only 
slightlv. Quite scarce in grades above XF. Trends $2,000 in 
AU 50and $9,000 in MS 60 (9/21). 

6222 PCGS 1871-S AU 50. Sharply defined with a few 
inconsequential surface blemishes. Quite scarce in AU 
condition with most examples grading only VF or XF. 

Trends $750 (9/21). 

6223 NGC 1871-S AU 55. The surfaces are bright and lustrous, 
being kept from mint state status by minor obverse 
scuffmess. We could not imagine a flashier 1871-S twenty in 
an AU holder. Trends $750 in AU 50 and $6,450 in MS 60 
(9/21). 

6224 NGC 1873 Open 3 MS 60. Excellent luster characteristics 
overall, the obverse is lightly abraded as expected but the 
reverse grades at least three points higher. A nice Type Two 
for the money. Trends $675 (9/21). 

6225 NGC 1873-S Open 3 AU 50. A scarce variety that is 
virtually non-existent in mint state (although we do have 
one in this auction). This piece is peppered with numerous 
small abrasions but retains much of the original luster. 
Trends $1075 (9/21). 

6226 ANACS 1873-S Open 3 MS 60. Unlike its Philadelphia 
counterpart, the 1873-S Open 3 is the scarcer of the two 
S-mint varieties, and scarcer by a considerable margin. It is 
extremely elusive in solid mint state. In fact, only two have 
been certified as such by PCGS. This coin has shimmering 
mint luster that has taken on a lovely orange and pink tone. 
Lightly abraded for the grade, the features are generally 
well struck. An important coin for the double eagle 
specialist. Trends $7400 (9/21). 

6227 NGC 1874 AU 55. Well struck with considerable reddish 
color on each side. A somewhat scarcer date. Trends $725 in 
AU 50, $1650 in MS 60 (9/21). 

6228 NGC 1874-S AU 55. Still quite a lustrous coin. Trends $600 
in AU 50, $1600 in MS 60 (9/21). 

6229 ANACS 1874-S MS 60. Bright pink colored mint luster. 

A scarcer issue in mint state. Trends $1600 (9/21). 

6230 NGC 1875-S MS 62. Type Two twenties are difficult 
coins to locate in solid mint state condition, regardless of 
the date. This is a common date but this coin still stands as 
one of the finest examples known. Only one other piece has 
been so graded by NGC (8/92) and none are finer, while 
PCGS (9/92) has only graded one with another in higher 
condition (MS 64). The luster on this coin is simply 
outstanding, being bright and heavily frosted. Each side 
shows streaks of deep coppery color, most likely from the 
improper mixture of the gold/copper alloy. The strike is 
completely defined in all areas and there are very few 
abrasions, certainly nothing major. Trends $750 in MS 60 
with a huge jump to $9000 in MS 63 (9/21). 

6231 NGC 1876 MS 60. Deep orange-gold color with a few small, 
scattered abrasions. 


6232 NGC 1876-CC XF 45. Clean surfaces for the grade. One of 
the more affordable Tvpe Two CC twenties. Trends $725 in 
XF 40, $1050 in AU 50 (9/21). 

6233 PCGS 1876-CC AU 55. Excellent luster, this piece looks 
mint state at first glance. Rich golden-orange color and a 
firm strike throughout. Trends $ 1050 in AU 50, $6250 in 
MS 60(9/21). 

6234 NGC 1877-CC XF 40. One of the scarcer Carson City 
twenties and an issue that is very elusive in higher grades. 
This is a clean coin that still retains a fair amount of 
original luster for this grade and shows attractive violet 
patina around the devices. Trends $1075 (8/31). 

6235 NGC 1879-CC XF 40. A rare date that is highly regarded 
among Carson City specialists. Only 10,708 pieces were 
struck and of that number very few survive today, most of 
which are in the VF-XF grade range. This is a clean coin 
with no mentionable surface distractions other than a 
couple of dark spots on the obverse denticles at 9 o’clock. A 
pleasing example that should fit well in most any advanced 
CC set. Trends $2000 (8/31). 

6236 PCGS 1881-S AU 55. Rich reddish-golden color with 
scattered marks on each side. Very scarce in mint state. 
Trends $550 in AU 50, $2150 in MS 60 (9/21). 

6237 PCGS 1882-S AU 55. Bright, semi-prooflike surfaces and 
generally well struck. Scarcer issue. 

6238 NGC 1884-S MS 61. Full strike. 

6239 PCGS 1885 AU 53. The second lowest mintage Liberty 
double eagle, one of just 828 pieces minted. The surfaces on 
this rare issue are sharply defined and semi-prooflike, with 
no appreciable distractions. For the specialist in this 
challenging series, here is one of the real stoppers in 
affordable condition. Trends $17,000 in AU 50 (9/21). 

6240 PCGS 1885-S MS 60. Well struck with deep orange-gold 
color. Trends $625 (9/21). 

6241 PCGS 1885-S MS 61. Sharply struck with deep 
reddish-orange color and a few small obverse abrasions, 
paired with a much cleaner reverse. Rare any finer. 

6242 PCGS 1889-CC AU 55. A median rarity among Carson 
City twenties which means it is quite elusive when 
measured against other Type Three issues. Scarce any finer 
with only a couple of dozen mint state pieces known. This is 
a sharply defined piece with almost complete luster. There 
are a couple of larger obverse marks and several small 
grease stains (as struck) on each side. Trends $1400 in AU 
50, $4100 in MS 60(9/21). 

6243 NGC 1890-CC AU 50. One of the more common date CC 
twenties, this is a pleasing piece with its semi-prooflike 
fields and sharp strike. Trends $1050 (9/21). 

6244 NGC 1890-CC AU 55. A lustrous example of this Carson 
City date, usually seen in well worn grades. Trends $1,050 
in AU 50 and $4,350 in MS 60 (9/21). 

6245 NGC 1892-S MS 61. Full strike. 

6246 PCGS 1892-S MS 62. Fully struck and showing excellent 
luster. The centers are a light pink while the outer reaches 
are a deeper orange-gold. 

6247 NGC 1893 MS 61. Sharply struck with glowing satiny 
luster. 

6248 NGC 1893-CC MS 60. Final year of issue for the Carson 
City mint and a very popular coin as such. This is an 
especially pleasing coin for the grade that is minimally 
abraded, sharply struck, and shows none of the often-seen 
deep red color. Instead, the surfaces are a medium 
yellow-gold. Trends $2550 (9/21). 
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6249 PCGS 1894-S MS 62. Fully struck and much cleaner than 
one might expect for this grade. 

6250 NGC 1895-S MS 61. Sharply struck with moderate 
orange-gold color. 

6251 NGC 1897-S MS 63. Dazzling color and luster, showing 
amazingly few abrasions for a double eagle of this date. One 
of just 3 pieces so graded by NGC, with only 2 higher (8/92). 

6252 NGC 1898 AU 58. Sharply defined features and just a trace 
of friction. Nice coin. 

6253 NGC 1898 MS 60. Fully lustrous but a bit baggy as one 
would expect from a 60 coin. Scarcer issue in mint state 
with only 7 coins having been so graded by NGC < 8/92). 

6254 PCGS 1898-S MS 63. Nice, lustrous coin for the grade. 

6255 PCGS 1899-S MS 62. Fully struck with bright, flashy luster. 

6256 PCGS 1900-S MS 60. Fully original, with moderate obverse 
abrasions. 

6257 PCGS 1902 MS 60. Full strike. A scarce item in strict mint 
condition with only 18 pieces having been so graded by 
PCGS (9/92) and only 16 finer. 

6258 NGC 1902-S MS 60. Thick mint luster and not too baggy for 
an MS 60 coin. Scarcer coin in mint state. 

6259 NGC 1903 MS 63. Sharply struck. 

6260 ANACS 1904 MS 62. 

6261 NGC 1904 MS 63. Good color. 

6262 PCGS 1904 MS 64. Shimmering mint luster and a coin that 
almost merits an MS 65 grade. 

6263 NGC 1905 AU 55. Light circulation on this scarce, low 
mintage coin. 


PROOF LIBERTY DOUBLE EAGLES 

6264 PCGS 1899 PR 64. Glittering yellow-gold surfaces, with 
moderate two-tone effect on both obverse and reverse. Only 
a few wispy facial hairlines remove this impressive proof 
double eagle from consideration at the gem level. From a 
mintage of 84 coins, just 4 have been so graded by PCGS 
(8/92). 

6265 PCGS 1907 PR 63. Only 78 proofs were struck in this 
final year of issue for the twenty-dollar Coronet design. Of 
that number fewer than half exist today and quite a few of 
them are impaired. This coin has unfathomably deep 
mirrors in the fields and, of course, shows no contrast 
between the fields and devices, a proofing method that was 
popular just around the turn of the century. When one looks 
at the coin closely it is apparent there are a few stray 
hairlines here and there, but nothing that significantly 
impairs the considerable visual appeal of this stunning piece 
of proof gold. Only 10 PR 63 coins have been certified by 
PCGS (9/92) with 8 in higher grades.

6273 NGC 1915-S MS 62. 

6274 NGC 1915-S MS 63. Sharply struck with bright surfaces. 

6275 PCGS 1915-S MS 64. Fully struck and clean with finely 
granular services. 

6276 NGC 1922-S MS 61. Moderately scarce mintmarked issue 
from the 1920s. A few scattered abrasions on each side. 

6277 PCGS 1924 MS 65. A superior upper-end 65 Saint that is 
virtually abrasion-free and shows deep orange-gold and pink 
color. A must-see coin. 

6278 PCGS 1926-S MS 63. Attractive yellow-gold peripheral 
highlights. The obverse appears of higher grade than the 
more noticeably abraded reverse. Scarce in mint state and 
becoming rare in grades exceeding MS 63. 

6279 PCGS 1927 MS 65. Excellent luster characteristics with 
subtly variegated orange and pink color.

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6291 NGC 1921 Alabama 2x2 MS 63. Deep rainbow toning on 
both sides. 

6292 PCGS 1936 Albany MS 64. Lightly toned. 

6293 PCGS 1936 Albany MS 65. Light golden toning. 

6294 PCGS 1936 Albany MS 65. Lightly touched with original 
color. 

6295 NGC 1936 Albany MS 66. Both obverse and reverse of this 
lustrous example"are overlaid in golden-violet and 
apple-green toning. 

6296 PCGS 1937 Antietam MS 66. Lustrous with golden 
peripheral toning. 

6297 PCGS 1937 Arkansas MS 64. The obverse is toned in 
steel-blue and reddish-gold hues. 

6298 PCGS 1937-D Arkansas MS 64. Essentially brilliant, 
showing only a few splashes of golden obverse color.

TERRITORIAL GOLD

Struck in mid-February of 1852, these lower denomination 
gold coins provided Californians an alternative to the 
cumbersome 50 dollar "slugs" on the one hand and gold dust 
on the other. This is a really attractive Assay ten, one of the 
better ones we have seen in some time. It retains much 
original luster and is minimally abraded for the issue. The 
strike is very bold with complete feather details on the neck 
of the eagle as well as the claws and arrowheads on top of 
the shield. There is a crescent of golden color at the top of 
the obverse, and this is really the only variation in color on 
the coin. Listed on page 258 of the 1992 Guide Book. 

6447 PCGS 1853 Assay Office Twenty-Dollar MS 63. K-18, 

R.2. A second high grade Assay Office gold coin. This one is 
fully mint state and a very pleasing coin at that. The 
surfaces are sharply struck with strong definition on the 
eagle’s feathers and at the top of the shield. Fully lustrous, 
the coin sparkles with mint luster and the color is a medium 
orange-gold and the only mentionable mark is a small one in 
the field above the eagle’s head. Of the 2.5 million coins 
struck by this provisional mint in 1853 only 11 pieces have 
been given the MS 63 grade by PCGS (9 92) with 17 in 
higher condition.

A 
very clean, problem-free example of this Colorado territorial 
issue whose only flaw is the usual softness of detail in the 
center of each side. Listed on page 269 of the 1992 Guide 
Book. 

6449 PCGS 1860 Clark, Gruber Five-Dollar MS 60. K-2. 

R.4. It is quite a rare find to locate a Clark Gruber in mint 
state. These pieces were widely circulated at the time of 
issue and not many were saved in pristine condition. This is 
certainly a pleasing coin with surfaces that appear finer 
than the grade would indicate because they are so clean. 

Perhaps the most surprising feature, though, is the strength 
of the strike over the ear on the obverse. Usually this area 
is nothing more than a blob and the eagle is usually weak as 
well. But not on this coin. The piece overall has a light 
olive-golden caste while the fields show a contrasting 
reddish hue. Rare, with this being the only coin to have been 
so graded by PCGS (9/92) and 8 others in higher grades.
